The peak, Masherbrum in the 
Karakoram range, is 25,660 feet 
high. Three unsuccesful efforts 
have been made to climb it—in 
1938 and 1957 by English 
groups, and in 1955 by New Zea- 
landers. 

Dr. Hornbein, fellow in an- 
esthesiology at Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, left 
St. Louis yesterday for Pakistan. 

“This is a joint expedition 
sponsored by the American Al- 
pine Club and the Sports Control 
Committee of the Pakistan 
army,’’ Dr. Hornbein said yes- 
terday. The group will be away 
three of four months. 

The expedition is being led by 
George I. Bell, a Los Alamos

The United States is ‘‘leading 
the league” in national defense, 
but the Russians can overtake 
us if we don’t adequately plan 
for the future, Gen. Curtis E. 
LeMay, vice chief of staff of the 
United States Air Force, said 
here last night. i 


To keep this from happening 
“we have to keep moving for- 
ward rapidly in finding newer 
and more reliable ways of put- 
ting nuclear warheads on targets 
and move out into man’s new 
frontier—aerospace—with enthu- 
siasm and determination,” he 
said. 


He spoke before about 6000 
persons at the Arena at a din- 
ner to honor Boy Scout leaders 
of the St. Louis area. 


After outlining the various 
weapons employed by this coun- 
try’s armed forces, he asserted 
that man will never be replaced 
by missiles because man can 
use his judment when faced with 
different situations. 


He cited Scout law to illustrate 
why man will always be the pri- 
mary component of the nation’s 
defense structure. ‘‘We are not 
ever going to be able to build 
into a piece of pig iron the 
qualities of honor, duty, trust, 
loyalty, obedience and bravery,” 
he said. 

Terming leadership the most 
vital necessity of this nation, he 
praised the work of the Boy 
Scouts in training boys to be 
Jeaders and hence ‘“‘provide the 
nation with a solid foundation 
for the future.”

TUBERCULOSIS AUTHORITY 
TO ADDRESS SOCIETY HERE 


Dr. Joseph Stocklen, a leading 
national authority on tubercu- 
losis, will be principal speaker 
at the fifty-fourth annual meeting 
of the Tuberculosis and Health 
Society of St. Louis at noon 
tomorrow at the Statler Hilton | 
Hotel. His topic will be ‘‘TB in | 
the Sixties: New Methods of Tu- 
berculosis Control.”’ 

Dr. Stocklen is controller of 
chronic illness and tuberculosis 
for Cuyahoga county, Ohio. He 
first became interested in tu- 
berculosis when he contracted 
the disease in 1930 shortly after 
his graduation from medical 
school. 

Since then, he has worked with 
the problem as superintendent of 
Sunny Acres Hospital, a tuber- 
culosis sanatorium in Cleveland, 
and as past president of the Ohio 
Tuberculosis and Health Associa- 
tion. He was a delegate to the 
Arden House Conference on tu- 
berculosis control last Novem- 
ber at Harrison, N.Y. 


PIERRE A. GRIVET TO GIVE 
WASHINGTON U, LECTURE 


Pierre A. Grivet, professor of 
electronics and radioelectricity 
at the University of Paris, will 
be a visiting lecturer in physics 
at Washington University tomor- 
row through Friday, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The lecturer will be in St. 
Louis under the auspices of the 
American Association of Physics 
Teachers and the American In- 
stitute of Physics, as a part of 
a nation-wide program to foster 
interest in physics. The program 
of visiting foreign scientists in 
physics is conducted with sup- 
port from the National Science 
Foundation. 

Grivet is the first incumbent 
of a chair created for him and 
his laboratory at the Sorbonne. 
In addition to work in electron 
ontics, research is conducted in 
several branches of physics,

KOREAN TROOPS 
HALT MEETING 


ON NEW PARTY 


SEOUL, South Korea, Sun- 
day, May 8 (AP)—A platoon of 
soldiers Saturaay broke up a 
meeting of about 80 politicians 
who were planning to form a 
new political party in 
Korea. 

The martial law command said 
the meeting was held without 
permission. A spokesman for 
this command said an applica- 
tion for permission was rejected, 
but he did not know the reason 
for the rejection. 

The group, calling itself the 
Reformist League, included many 
Socialists. Both of Korea’s ma- 
jor parties,are conservative. 

This development occurred as 
Koreans got their first look at 
parts of a new constitution be- 
ing drafted by a committee o 
the National Assembly. 

There were expressions of dis- 
appointment that the new draft 
does not abolish laws used by 
the former regime of President 
Syngman Rhee to block forma- 
tion of political parties and sup- 
press newspapers. 

The portions of the draft dis- 
closed to the press would permit 
newspapers to publish without 
licenses, but would give the gov- 


ernment authority to shut them | 


down. The drafting committee 
contends authority is necessary 
to act against Communist news- 
papers and parties. :

mier, with the presidency re- 
maining largely ceremonial. 

The Assembly hopes to com- 
plete the draft by Tuesday and 
have it adopted within a month. 
New elections would follow in 
July or early August.

Retirement of two veteran 
faculty members of Washington 
; effective June 30, 
was announced yesterday by 
Chancellor Ethan A. H. Shepley. 

They are Willis H. Reals, pro- 
fessor of adult education and 
former dean of University Col- 
lege, the university’s adult edu- 
cation division, and Charles A. 
Lee, professor of education. 

Reals, who joined the faculty 
in 1928, headed University Col- 
lege for 15 years until 1954. A 
graduate of Columbia University 
with a Ph.D. degree, he is a 
former member of the Univer- 
sity City board of education. He 
conducted Washington Univer- 
sity’s first European travel 
seminar in adult education in 
1957. 

“Every professor says he 
plans to do some writing when 
he retires and | am no exzep- 
tion,”” Reais told a reporter. ‘‘I 
have several projects up my 
sleeve and a few articles now in 
course of preparation.” 

Much of Reals’s spare time 
will be devoted to a subject that 
has held his interest for the last 
10 to 15 years—the problems of 
aging. He is a member of a 
committee on aging of the 
Health and Welfare Council and 
member of the Missouri Com 
mittee for the White House Con- 
ference on Aging to be held 
next year.

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Medical Aid for Elderly Persons 


Becomes Political Battleground 


Sending of Administration’s Plan to Democratic 
Congress Presents Major Issue for Presidential 
Campaign — Both Extent of Final Legislation 
and Which Party Will Get Credit Are in Doubt.

WASHINGTON, May 7. 


WITH THE presentation of the Administration’s plan this week, the 
lines are drawn in Congress for a bitter, politically important fight over 
federal health insurance for the country’s 16,000,000 elderly persons. 


The mail pouring into congressional of- 
fices and the intensity of feeling on both 
sides make it certain that medical aid for 
“senior citizens’ will be one of the most 
important domestic issues of the forth- 
coming presidential campaign. 

What is still unsettled is the nature and 
extent of the federal assistance, and, equal- 
ly vital from the politicians’ viewpoint, 
which party will get the credit for provid- 
ing it. 

THERE SEEMS little doubt that some 
form of health insurance program will be 
enacted before Congress adjourns. If the 
Administration’s ‘‘voluntary”’ plan is re- 
jected, as seems probable, President Eisen- 
hower could have an unpleasant election- 
year dilemma on his hands. 


He may be confronted with a Demo- 
cratic bill which includes the compulsory 
participation feature which Mr. Eisen- 
hower abhors,. If he vetoes such a meas- 
ure, the Republicans, and Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon in particular, will risk 
offending an important bloc of voters. 


The present outlook is that Congress will 
choose from three main approaches to the 
problem: 


1. The Administration plan, presented 
to the House Ways and Means Committee 
on Wednesday by Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare Arthur S. Flem- 
ming after weeks of jockeying between 
those in the executive branch who wanted 
no plan at’all and those, led by Nixon, 
who viewed @ Republican proposal in this 
field as a ‘‘must’”’ if an election year. 

The Administration program contem- 
plates an annual outlay of $1,200,000,000, 
shared equally by the states and the Fed- 
eral Government, to provide medical, 
surgical, hospital and nursing home bene- 
fits for elderly persons who wish to par- 
ticipate. The plan, however, is hedged 
with many reservations and limitations. 

2..A bill sponsored by Representative 
Aime J. Forand (Dem.), Rhode Island. 
This measure, best known of the various 
proposals before Congress, would make 
health insurance for the aged a part of 
the social security system, financing the 
benefits by an increase in the social se- 
curity tax. 

The Forand bill is strongly backed by 
most labor unions, many consumer 
groups, including the National Consumers 
»League, a number of social welfare or- 
ganizations and by vociferous groups rep- 
resenting elderly persons. Mr. Eisenhow- 
er, however, flatly opposes the Forand 
bill. 

3. A compromise proposal being worked 
out with the reported backing of Demo- 
cratic leaders in the House. Although 
final details have not been settled, this 
plan probably will propose that retired 
persons be given the choice of receiving a 
slightly increased monthly social security 
check or federal assistance in meeting 
hospital bills, at least. 


WITH PROSPECT of a stalemate be- 
‘tween the Administration plan and the 
Forand bill, many qualified observers be- 
lieve that a compromise has the best 
chance of getting through Congress. Then 
it will be up to Mr. Eisenhower. 


The Administration plan appears to 
please almost no one. It was immediately 
assailed from the right, the left and, to 
some extent, the center. With few pres- 
sure groups supporting the proposal, it 
cannot hope to get very far in the con- 
gressignal in-fighting. 


Among those who were quick to attack 
the plan were the American Medical As- 
sociation and the AFL-CIO. The A.M.A., 
which bitterly opposes the Forand bill, said 
the Administration program was ‘‘based on 
the false premise that almost all persons 
over 65 need health care and cannot afford 
it.” “This is not a fact,’’ it added. 

George Meany, president of the AFL-CIO, 
termed the Administration plan worse than 
no plan at all and predicted it would get 
little support in Congress. 


HE TOOK note of a suspicion current on 
Capitol Hill, to the effect that the Flem- 
ming program actually is little more than 
‘a shield for Republican Senators and 
Representatives up for re-election this year, 
something they can support to please the 
old folks without worrying that it will pass. 
This would apply to Nixon too, of course. 

The AFL-CIO Council repeated its strong 
support of the Forand bill with these words: 
“We want a program built on the proven, 
sound principle of social insurance, under 
which a worker by regular payments based 
on earnings during his working years, in- 
sures his health benefits when he retires.” 

Flemming’s proposal got a uniformly 
dukewarm reaction from liberal Democrats. 
They doubted poorer states would be able 
to afford a half share of the cost. They 
criticized the restrictions on. eligibility, 
‘Which they said would disqualify many 
elderly persons and make the plan mean- 
ingless. 


Significantly, serious reservations about 
the Administration proposal also were ex- 
pressed by two leading Republicans of 
widely differing political outlook. These 
seemed to foreshadow trouble for Nixon 
within his own party. 


Senator Barry Goldwater of Arizona, the 
darling of the extreme right-wingers, called 
the Administration’ program “the dime 
store New Deal” and added: ‘It can be 


dressed up, painted, pictured as voluntary, 
but any way it is put, the plan... . is 
socialized medicine.” 

Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of New York, 
considered the most modern of ‘‘modern 
Republicans,” questioned the fiscal: sound- 
ness of the Flemming program. He said it 
could Jead to ‘‘very high costs and cumber- 
some administration.”’ Rockefeller added, 
to the delight of Democrats, that medical 
care for the aged should be a feature of 
the social security system. 


ALTHOUGH Mr. Eisenhower defended 
his program as one which would ‘enable 
older people truly in need of help to meet 
the calamity of catastrophic illness,’’ con- 
gressional critics and union economists 
were not sure it would do this at all. They 
pointed to these restrictions in the plan: 

A single person over 65 years of age 
would not be eligible if his annual income 
exceeded $2500. Married persons over 65 
would be barred if their joint income 
exceeded $3800 a year. These income fig- 
ures would include social security pay- 
ments, railroad retirement benefits and 
veterans pensions. 

Those eligible would pay an enrollment 
fee of $24 each year if they elected to come 
under the program. An individual would 
pay the first $250 in hospital or medical 
bills, a married couple the first $400, and, 
in both cases, 20 per cent of the remainder. 
The state and federal governments would 
pay 80 per cent of the remaining costs. 

For jnstance, a married couple who in- 
curred $1400 in medical costs in one year 
would pay the first $400 in bills and $200 of 
the remaining $1000, plus $48 in enrollment 
fees, for a total of $648. The government 
would. pay 80 per cent of $1000, or $800. 


The Republicans can be expected to 
point with pride to that $800, but the 
Democrats will counter by asking how 
two elderly persons with an annual in- 
come of $3800 or less can afford to pay 
$648 in the first place. This would be 
about 17 per cent of an income of $3800. 


Senator Pat McNamara (Dem.), Michi- 
gan, pointed out that the Administration 
plan in effect contains a ‘‘double deducti- 
ble’’ clause. McNamara, who heads a sub- 
committee which has made an extensive 
study of the problems of aged and aging 
persons, said this was a ‘‘needlessly com- 
plex’’ way of attacking the problem. 


DESPITE the barrage of criticism, Sec- 
retary Flemming could and did make a 
case for his proposal. He noted that a 1958 
study showed that about 9,600,000 persons 
over 65. had incomes of $1000 a year or less 
and about 12,800,000 had incomes of $2000 
annually or less. Flemming’s implication 
was that many of these would be eligible 
for the G.O.P. program. 

In defense of the Flemming plan, it also 
was pointed out that the benefits it pro- 
poses would be more extensive than those 
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Internal Strains Plague 
Western Alliance as 
It Faces Summit Test 


Stresses Involve Policy on Berlin and Bar on 
Nuclear Testing, Also Economic Rivalry, Defense 
and Atomic Weapons but, in Spite of These, Prog-

LONDON, May 7. 


THE WESTERN ALLIANCE is, like Humpty Dumpty, an uncertain 
body perched on a wall and fully aware, behind all the brave words about 
unity, of the threat of a fall and of what that fall can mean. 


It is seven years since the end of the 
Korean war which scared the daylights out 
of the Western powers and pushed them 
into planning for collective defense. Now in 
the piping times of peace, with prosperity 
casting a more and more roseate glow over 
all the West, it would be idle to conceal 
the grave stresses and strains within an

contemplated under the Forand bill. 

After deducting the initial $250 or $400, 
the Administration plan would pay for 80 
per cent of the following services: 180 days 
of hospitalization a year; 365 days of nurs- 
ing home care; 365 days of organized home 
care; surgical fees; laboratory and X-ray 
costs (up to $200); physicians’ fees; dental 
bills; drugs (up to $350); private duty 
nurses and physical restoration services. 

Elderly persons receiving public assist- 
ance. (relief) would be exempt from the de- 
ductions on the above costs, with the gov- 
ernment paying the entire amount, In ad- 
dition, such persons would not pay the en- 
rollment fee. 


IN CONTRAST, the Forand bill proposes 
that all persons eligible for social security 
receive assistance from the social security 
fund to help them meet surgical bills, hos- 
pital and nursing home costs and other 
medical expenses. 

Each eligible person would be insured 
against the cost of hospitalization, including 
a semi-private room and all the hospital 
services, medical care, drugs and appli- 
ances which the hospital customarily fur- 
nishes its bed patients. The insurance sys- 
tem would not pay the attending doctor's 
bill, except for surgery. 

In any 12-month period, 60 days of hos- 
pitalization would be paid for, and if the 
patient was transferred from a hospital to 
an accredited nursing home, another 60 
days would be covered. Surgical coverage 
would be limited to surgery necessary dur- 
ing hospitalization. 


Thus, in terms of length of time spent 
in a hospital or nursing home, the Ad- 
ministration plan proposes somewhat 
broader coverage than the Forand bill, 
but the Forand system would pay all hos- 
pital or nursing home costs during the 
stay permitted, rather than 80 per cent, 


and there would be no deductible feature. 


The program proposed by Forand would 
be financed by increasing the contributions 
to the social security fund, a separate 
fund independent of the federal budget. The 
Flemming plan, on the other hand, would 
be financed from general revenue, mean- 
ing tax revenues primarily. 

Under the Forand bill, employers and 
employes each would contribute one-fourth 
of 1 per cent more to the social security 
fund, and those self-employed persons now 
covered by social security would pay three- 
eights of 1 per cent more. Wage earners 
now contribute 3 per cent of the first $4800 
of their salaries and employers another 3 
per cent. 


A KEY QUESTION which is certain to 
be debated vigorously in the next few 
months is this: Is there any real need for 
a program of federal health insurance for 
elderly persons, whether it be the Forand 
bill, the Flemming plan or something else? 

The A.M.A. is inclined to doubt it. ‘‘The 
truth is,’’ the Association has declared, 
“that a majority of our older people are 
capable of continuing a happy, healthy, 
and in many cases, productive life.” 

This euphoria fails to convince those who 
see a vital need for government health in- 
surance for the elderly. They note that only 
two of every five persons over 65 have 
private health insuraice, and much of that 
is inadequate, especially when it comes to 
meeting the heavy cost of so-called ‘‘ca- 
tastrophic” (long-term or chronic) illness. 

Just at the time of life when medical 
and hospital costs frequently rise sharply, 
many elderly persons are faced with a 
diminished income, the argument runs. The 
humanitarian consideration cannot and 
should not be ignored, say the idealists. 
And particularly not in an election year, 
say the cynics. 


a profoundly serious test of its intentions. 


IN THEORY the unity just proclaimed 
anew by the North Atlantic foreign min- 
isters meeting in Istanbul is correct. 


The formula for agreement on the basic 
issues of disarmament and Berlin has 
been put proper in order. But it is a thin, 
threadbare formula and the question is 
whether it will survive the strain of 
coming months. 


The threat to the alliance falls roughly 
under three classifications. While they can- 
not be arbitrarily set apart, since one 
impinges on another, here is an appraisal 
of the snares and traps in the path of unity 
and therefore on the perilous road to peace. 


(1)—POLICY. The likelihood of a sharp 
divergence is on two issues—Berlin and 
nuclear testing. Prime Minister Macmillan 
has recently indicated his conviction that 
settlement with the Soviets is so important 
that he might be willing to go considerably 
further than the United States in accepting 
an alteration in the status of Berlin. 

All his considerable powers! of persuasion, 
relating the isolated problem of Berlin as 
he sees it to the more menacing aspects of 
the world picture, will be bent toward an 
accommodation. This arouses Chancellor 
Adenauer’s direct suspicions and it stirs a 
strong current of distrust in America, par- 
ticularly among those who feel that any 
yielding on Berlin will imperil the whole 
West. 


There is a fallback position on Berlin 
which is thus far a carefully kept secret, 
since to let it be known before the bargain- 
ing would obviously be folly. Certain ‘‘con- 
cessions” such as were suggested at the 
end of the foreign ministers conference in 
Geneva last year—a slight reduction in the 
military garrison in West Berlin, an end of 
propaganda in the two Berlins, new rules 
governing civilian traffic with West Ger- 
many—are believed to be the base for it, 


ALTHOUGH the final terms of a nuclear 
test agreement must be agreed to outside 
the framework of the coming summit con- 
ference in Paris among the three nuclear 
powers—Britain, the United States and So- 
viet Russia—it could provide an even 
sharper breaking point. Opinion in Britain 
is virtually unanimous that a test agree- 
ment which means the beginning of inspec- 
tion inside Russia, even though this is at 
the risk of some mirtor cheating on the test 
bar, is highly advantageous to the West. 
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Poliey of Containing Congress by Veto

WASHINGTON, May 7. 


AN ELECTION-YEAR POLICY of con- 
tainment directed at the Democratic Con- 
gress was implied in President Eisen- 
hower’s special message to the Capitol this 
week. The policy has been more explicit in 
his private talks with Republican members 
of both chambers. It raised the question 
whether the containment would also seri- 
ously restrict Vice President Nixon’s move- 
ments toward his White House goal. 

Although Mr. Eisenhower asked for the 
co-operation of congressional Democrats in 
an interim State of the Union message, he 
clearly threatened to veto Democratic leg- 
islation that went too far beyond his budg- 
etary recommendations and his political 
philosophy. In his talks with Republican 
leaders, he has urged them to assemble “‘a 
third and one’’ votes to sustain his vetoes. 


JUST AS CLEARLY, Democratic leaders 
in Congress have made known their inten- 
tion to risk vetoes on mass appeal legis- 
lation. They will also veto several of the 
President’s important proposals by not act- 
ing on them. These include his recommen- 
dation to increase the gasoline tax and to 
impose levies on aviation fuel, to increase 
postal rates and to eliminate the 4.25 per 
cent interest rate ceiling on government 
bonds. 


The House on Wednesday defied two 
Eisenhower threats. It passed, by a 201- 
to-184 vote, a $251,000,000 bill to aid eco- 
nomically-depressed areas. Its Post Of- 
fice and Civil Service Committee ap- 
proved a bill to give 1,700,000 federal and 
District of Columbia employes a 9 per 
cent pay increase. 


Democratic leadership support for the 
depressed areas bill was evident in Speaker 
Rayburn’s recourse to the rarely used par- 
liamentary device of “calendar Wednes- 
day” to bypass the Rules Committee, 
which had refused to report out the legis- 
lation. Under this procedure, the Speaker 
recognized Chairman Brent Spence of the 
Banking and Currency Committee, which 
originally approved the bill, to bring the 
bill on the House floor for a roll call. In 
the Rules Committee several Southern 
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Democratic members had joined with Re- 
publicans in refusing to give the bill a 
favorable report. In the House roll call, 69 
Democrats, mostly from the South, joined 
the Republican opposition. 

The Senate yesterday accepted the House 
bill as a substitute for its own $389,000,000 
proposal voted last year. The roll call was 
45 to 32 against. The negative votes were 
cast by 21 Republicans and 11 Democrats. 
Nearly all these Democrats were from the 
South. 


As in the House, the Senate vote was 
short of the two-thirds majority required to 
override the virtually certain presidential 
veto. The roll calls in both houses, how- 
ever, on passage of the bill and on the ex- 
pected attempt to override White House 
objection, will furnish campaign material 
for the Democrats, particularly in poverty- 
stricken West Virginia and: in northern 
areas having large numbers of unemployed 
workers. 


THE GOVERNMENT employes pay in- 
crease bill, as reported by the House com- 
mittee, would also run head on into a veto. 
Its estimated cost is $810,000,000 a year. It 
is unlikely to get House and Senate ap- 
proval in its present form, but any con- 
siderable increase is almost certain to be 
rejected by the President, on advice of the 
Budget Bureau. 


A far-reaching Democratic proposal for 
medical aid for older persons forced the 
Administration to come up this week with 
its own less extensive and less costly pro- 
gram. The Democratic legislation, spon- 
sored by Representative Aime J. Forand of 
Rhode Island, would amend the Social Se- 
curity Act to get the money for the pro- 
gram. The Administration’s plan would be 
outside the social security mechanism. 


The Forand bill does not have approval 
of the Democratic leadership, which is 
expected to come up with a compromise. 
The White House has let it be known that 
the Forand bill, as now written, would 
be vetoed. The Administration bill, as 
explained by Health, Education and Wel- 
fare Secretary Arthur S. Flemming will, 
in the opinion of qualified observers, be 
rejected by Congress. 


These are timely examples of the issues 
which will increase the bitterness of the 


battle between the Democratic Congress 
and the Republican White House during 
the next two months. Other important mass 
appeal proposals by the Democrats include 
an increase of the minimum wage from $1 
to $1.25 an hour, an additional billion- 
dollar outlay for a federal mortgage as- 
sistance program, a greatly expanded 
school construction program and farm sub- 
sidy laws, particularly in regard to wheat. 

The Administration has advanced alterna- 
tives less costly to the Government and less 
appealing to mass voters, especially those 
in the low income groups. Even if these 
proposals are used as a basis for compro- 
mise, the Democrats will try to give the 
final legislation a Democratic label. 


HERE IS WHERE ‘“‘inside”’ politics of an 
election year becomes evident. Until this 
Congress, Senate Majority Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson and Speaker Rayburn, to avoid 
presidential vetoes, were willing to modify 
the more costly and far-reaching proposals 
sponsored by liberal members. They did 
not always succeed and, except in one in- 
stance, a rivers and harbors bill, they were 
unable to muster the two-thirds majorities 
necessary to override. 


This year, however, vetoes and roll 
calls can be made campaign issues, both 
in the presidential campaign and in the 
contests for Senate and House seats. 


Vice President Nixon will have to defend 
the vetoes, certainly while Congress is in 
session, less certainly after he gets, as is 
expected, the presidential nomination. He 
has told friends that after the Republican 
national convention he will have his own 
“positive program.”’ He expects to have a 
large part in writing the Republican plat- 
form, which will, of course, praise the 
Eisenhower Administration and still. advo- 
cate an ‘‘expansion” to meet changing con- 
ditions. As to the Pres'¢ent’s ve‘oes, Nixen 
believes that “The public memory is 
short.”’ 

The public memory may be short, but 
the Democrats already are publicizing 
Nixon’s record as a Representative and as 
Senator, and his votes as Vice President 
to break Senate ties. This publicity will 
continue until election day if he is the 
Republican standard bearer. 

Already Nixon is indicating to callers, 
often political writers, that once nominated, 


he will take a more liberal position than 
Mr. Eisenhower. He qualifies this by not 
going so far as the Democrats and their 
probable candidate in appealing to mass 
groups. His hypothesis is that a totaling 
of the cost of all proposed Democratic leg- 
islative authorizations and proposed ap- 
propriations would appall the voters, even 
those who have special personal interests. 


This political tactic did not work in the 
1958 congressional election campaign, when 
President Eisenhower denounced the au- 
thorization and appropriation legislation in- 
troduced by Democratic Senator William 
Proxmire of Wisconsin. Nixon tries to ex- 
plain away the Republican failure by ob- 
serving that 1958 was a ‘‘depression year’’ 
and many voters favored Government 
spending. That year the Democrats in- 
creased their already large majorities in 
the Senate and House. 


THE GALLUP POLL announced yester- 
day showed Republican congressional 
strength at new low, with 60 per cent of 
the sampled voters saying they would like 
to see Congress remain Democratic, while 
40 per cent favored Republican control. 
The lowest Republican percentage in actual 
voting was in the New Deal year of 1936 
when 58.5 per cent of the voters supported 
the Democratic candidates and 41.5 per 
cent went Republican. In 1958, the division 
was 56.5 per cent Democratic, 43.5 per cent 
Republican. 


In 1956, President Eisenhower, with his 
near-record majority, ran 8 percentage 
points ahead of the Republican congres- 
sional candidates. Nixon figures he would 
have to run 10 points ahead of his party’s 
ee this year to win the Presi- 

ency. 


Regardless of what is desirable or neces- 
sary from a national or international view- 
point, congressional office seekers feel they 
must appeal to regional, local or special 
interest groups. Voting records are the 
most persuasive campaign. propaganda, 
overshadowing campaign promises. 

These records cover many procedures: 
votes on the proposed legislation or sub- 
stitutes; votes on various enlarging or re- 
stricting amendments; votes .to send the 
legislation back to the committee; votes on 


This has nothing to do with the growing 
pacifism in the trade union movement, with 
the mounting demand for unilateral nuclear 
disarmament on a go-it-alone basis. The 
belief is strongly held by both the highest 
officials in the government and by respon- 
sible leaders of the Labor party that an 
effort must be made to stop the spread of 
nuclear weapons to other countries and that 
a test treaty is one way to try to close the 
door. 


If after two years of wearisome nego- 
tiation, the effort to get a treaty is 
blocked by American tactics, or if such 
a treaty once agreed to is rejected by the 


Senate, the consequences for the alliance — 


would be incalculable. 


Officials here are well aware of the con- 
certed effort in America to prevent ac 
ceptance of such a treaty, but they believe 
that effort must fail because of the evident 
gains they are convinced would flow from 
the treaty. As one of them put it, “I am 
afraid that, if it were to be rejected, the 
United States would be convicted of bad 
faith and not in terms of Communist propa- 
ganda but in public opinion in the West.” 


(2)—ECONOMIC RIVALRY. Here the 
conflict between the European Community 
of the six nations led by France and Ger- 
many and the trade group of the seven 
other European powers led by Britain is 
rapidly approaching a crisis. The six are 
due on July 1 to accelerate the process of 
knitting together their common trade area 


and at the same time raising the tariff bar- 


riers against outsiders. 


This has made the British wild. They 


fear that curtailment of their commerce 
with the European continent will jeopardize 
Britain’s present high prosperity. Macmil- 
lan has gone so far as to indicate that a 
sharp drop, particularly in Britain’s trade 
with Germany, might make it necessary to 
remove the two divisions of British troops 
now stationed there. The $180,000,000 it 
costs to sustain them would go toward an 
independent British nuclear deterrent. 


UNDERLYING this controversy is the 
deep hostility toward Germany that persists 
in Britain and seems to be largely recipro- 
cated in Germany from Chancellor Ad- 
enauer on down. As the head of the Euro- 
pean Community, Prof. Walter Hallstein, 
formerly one of Adenauer’s right hand men, 
has been most zealous in speeding up the 
economic integration process. 


Wherever the ultimate blame lies—and 
there is plenty go around—the European 
economy is likely to find itself literally 
at sixes and sevens unless a means of 
compromise is found. 


A great deal of the resentment among 
the seven is directed at the United States, 
particularly at Under Secretary of State 
Douglas Dillon, for allegedly goading the 
six on to greater efforts to unite and ex- 
clude. 


(3)—DEFENSE AND NUCLEAR WEAP- 
ONS. Britain’s abandonment of the Blue 
Streak missile after spending nearly half 
a billion dollars on it is raising the old 
political bogey of total dependence on 
American weapons and American bases. 

The Conservatives say this is not so, 
insisting that they can create their own 
nuclear warheads in the megaton range 
while buying delivery systems such as Sky- 
bolt and Polaris from the United States. 
But fear of this dependence helps to explain 
Labor’s growing néutralist-pacifist trend. 


In France there is deep resentment that 
Britain has been supplied with nuclear 
know-how and even some elements for 
fabricating weapons, while France is 
treated as an outsider. The French insist 
that, despite the evidence in Blue Streak 
that a nation in the second flight cannot 
afford to develop a modern weapons system 
in toto, they are going forward with their 
own nuclear deterrent. They are saying, 
too, that they will not abide by a test 
agreement. This means, if they stick to 
this position, that a treaty could not come 
into being. 


IF ALL THIS seems to add up to an 
Ominous score, there are important items 
on the other side of the ledger. For one, all 
the Atlantic powers at the Istanbul meeting 
were agreed that a relaxation of tension 
would be at least as big an advantage to 
the West as to the East. Even Turkey, 
which has been a reluctant holdout, has 
come around to this view and Premier 
Adnan Menderes is said to be hoping to 
arrange a visit to Moscow. 


This is a striking alteration from the 
days when the dominant fear was that, 
with any slightest relaxation, the whole 
defensive alliance would simply dissolve 
into thin air. The very fact that in each 
Western capital there is a sharp aware- 
ness of the forces working to destroy a 
peacetime alliance may in itself be a 
healthy sign. 

One notable change here in London is 
that worked by President De Gaulle. His 
visit to London, shortly before he came to 
Washington, was an unqualified success. He 
deeply touched the British public and was 
in turn touched by the great outpouring of 
British friendship. In their talks, De Gaulle 
and Macmillan agreed that neither was in- 
terested at this time in the unification of 
Germany and that therefore, for the pro-

Frost on the Summit 


The sensational incident of the United 
States plane shot down in Russia has sud- 
denly changed the outlook for the scheduled 
Big Four summit meeting in Paris May 16 
from optimism to deepest gloom. Irrespec- 
tive of the merits of the plane dispute, it was 
Premier Khrushchey who chose to publicize 
the matter as widely as possible and who 
sought to make the United States look ridicu- 
lous in the eyes of the world. What is he 
up to? 

It must be concluded that Mr. Khrushchev, 
who called the shots, had some deliberate 
purpose in mind. Perhaps he anticipated 
failure at the summit, which he himself ap- 
parently has wanted so badly, and moved to 
place himself in a position to blame the 
United States. Perhaps he was impelled, for 
reasons unknown, to seek cancellation of the 
meeting but to manipulate events in such a 
way as to put the onus on the West.

The West is only dimly aware of the pres- 
sures within and upon the Soviet Union. 
There is some opinion in Washington that 
Mr. Khrushchev has been forced into a radical 
toughening of Soviet foreign policy. This could 
foretell a new crisis over Berlin. Red China, 
Russia’s ally, has nothing to gain at this time 
from rapprochement between East and West 
and has consistently opposed any easing of 
tensions. The Kremlin is reported having 
difficulties with crop failures and unrest on 
the part of soldiers demobilized in the tran- 
sition from mass armies to rockets. A shake- 
up in the Russian political high command has 
just been announced. 

What has been clearly demonstrated in the 
last three days is that Russia and the United 
States retain their mutual suspicions. Mr. 
Khrushchev has charged the United States 
with “aggressive acts” in connection with the 
plane flight. The United States has pointedly, 
it seems, told Mr. Khrushchev it is resuming 
the underground testing of nuclear devices, 
possibly by the end of the year. There may 
have been sound reasons for the surprise 
United States announcement on ‘esting, but 
the timing inevitably raises questions. 

If this is the atmosphere that is to prevail 
at the meeting among President Eisenhower, 
Premier Khrushchev, President De Gaulle and 
Prime Minister Macmillan there will be little 
chance for a meaningful agreement. We hope 
the conflicts are resolved so the principals 
can go to Paris with the good will necesSary 
for success. It would be tragic if it became 
necessary to cancel or postpone the confer- 
ence at this late date.

It is a good sign that there appears to be no 
present disposition to interrupt the summit 
schedule. United States officials discounted 
the possibility that Mr. Eisenhower will can- 
cel either his summit plans or his June visit to 
Russia. Mr. Khrushchev for his part seemed 
to expect that the meeting would 5e held, for 
on Saturday he described the plane incident 
as ‘‘a poor preparation for the summit and for 
President Eisenhower's visit to the Soviet 
Union.” 

Additional evidence will be needed before 
a final verdict can be reached on the matter 
of the plane. After Mr. Khrushchev announced 
on Thursday that an American plane had 
been shot down by rocket inside Russia, the 
United States disclosed a weather research 
plane was missing and might accidentally 
have crossed the Soviet frontier. Then Mr. 
Khrushchev came up with his startling story 
on Saturday that the pilot of the plane was 
“alive and kicking” and had confessed he was 
flying across the Soviet Union as a spy. 
Speaking in the chamber of the Supreme 
Soviet Mr. Khrushchev waved photographs 
of military and industrial targets allegedly 
taken from the plane, and the facts as he 
gave them made it appear that the pilot was 
equipped for a dangerous espionage mission. 
He said he delayed giving full details to ex- 
pose the falsity of the American version. 

“The Americans have been caught red- 
handed,’ Mr. Khrushchev said. It now seems 
that he was right. This is a shocking occur- 
rence, and a full account should be made 
promptly to the American people. 


In the United Spirit 


The proposal by the president of the 
People’s Art Center, W. MacLean Johnson, 
that five agencies dropped from the United 
Fund should conduct their own joint fund- 
raising drive, seems to us eminently sensible. 
It would continue the principle of reducing 
the number of campaigns, which we are sure 
is popular. And the five agencies should be 
able to raise more money at less cost in a 
joint drive than in separate efforts, as Mr. 
Johnson points out. 

There will always be some organizations 
which, regardless of their merits, do not 
come within the purview of a community- 
wide United Fund. Like the People’s Art 
Center, the other agencies concerned here 
serve their own special functions—the Volun- 
teer Film Association, the Adult Education 
Council, the International Institute and the 
Community Music:School. It would show a 
fine spirit on their part if they united their 
fund-raising efforts, and we wish them every 
success in doing so. 


Barrier Against Famine 


The agreement under which the United 
States will exchange 17,000,000 tons of surplus 
grain for Indian rupees valued at $1,300,000.- 
000 is more than the biggest sale of its kind 
in history. It represents the fulfillment of 
expectations raised by President Eisenhower’s 
visit to India last December, and it stands as 
an example of a policy this country can and 
should pursue, 

The grain, a fifth of it rice and the re- 
mainder wheat, will be delivered over four 
years and will enable India to build the 5.- 
000,000-ton grain reserve needed as a cushion 
against famine during the third five-year 
plan. The transaction will permit the United 
States to dispose of a portion of its costly 
grain surplus as well as to aid another coun- 
try in accordance with its foreign aid policy. 

A few figures show what this will mean 
to India, which now imports about 3,000,000 
tons of grain a year to supplement the 75,- 
000,000 produced by its farmers. Weather 
conditions cause huge shortages in some years. 
With the assurance of 17,000,000 additional 
tons India will be able to keep domestic food 
prices stable and will have a breathing spell 
during which to build domestic agriculture, 
Indians hope to be independent of grain im- 
ports by 1966. 

The rupee payments will be spread over a 
jong period. Normally in such cases the 
United States lends back the funds to the pur- 


chasing country for development. In this 


instance some of the rupees will be used to 
finance United States diplomatic posts and 
to promote educational projects. The grain 
reserve has been a pet project of S. K. Patil, 
Indian Minister of Food and Agriculture and 
one of his country’s most powerful politicians. 
President Eisenhower is to be commended for 
making the vital project a reality. 


Help Is Needed Now 


The Senate has passed the House-approved 
$251,000,000 distressed areas bill. Yet since 
President Eisenhower mentioned this measure 
on Tuesday as an election-year spending 
scheme, it is well nigh certain that he will 
veto it just as he killed a similar bill in 1958. 

Undoubtedly the help represented by this 
legislation would be gratefully received by 
the voters of the distressed mining areas of 
West Virginia, Kentucky and Pennsylvania 
and in other regions beset by unemployment 
and economic distress. But this hardly is an 
argument against it. The distress of these 
people is neither lightened nor worsened be- 
cause this happens to be an election year. 

If not vetoed, the measure would provide 
loans for the building of new plants and for 
water systems and other facilities needed to 
attract new industries. It also would provide 
outright grants for such facilities in areas so 
poor that they cannot hope to repay loans. 
When a community is that hard up, can the 
Government in good conscience ignore it? 

One of the President’s objections is that 
the program is five times as great as one he 
recommended. Yet it calls for $389,500,000 
less than a bill passed by the Senate last year. 
It is possible to argue that even more money 
should have been provided—for example, to 
help people move to more prosperous areas, 
and to retrain them for other occupations, 
not to mention broader programs of food dis- 
tribution and other forms of relief. 

It may have been unfair of Senator John- 
son to say that the Administration is willing 
to help foreigners rather than American citi- 
zens. That hardly is the point. Nor are 
budgetary considerations absolutely control- 
ling. No matter what other needs the Gov- 
ernment must meet, here are people in dis- 
tress—and a genuine and substantial effort 
should be made to relieve that distress. 


Program for a Party 


If St. Louis’s moribund Republican party 
ever is to attract the broad support it needs 
to compete successfully with the fat and con- 
fident Democrats, it must have a program. It 
has none now. That in essence is the advice 
and the complaint of Wayne L. Millsap, a 
young lawyer seeking the post of Republican 
committeeman in the downtown Sixth Ward. 
He is right. Neither party organization has a 
real program outside of grabbing all the pa- 
tronage in sight. 

As a starter Mr. Millsap urges city Repub- 
licans to stand for a solution to city-county 
governmental problems, to try to make the 
city school system the best in-the country, to 
secure equal rights for all St. Louis citizens 
and to solve the transit-traffic-parking prob- 
lem. Having adopted a basic policy toward 
these needs, the Republicans then should 
work to put their program into effect, Mr. 
Millsap advises. 

Republicans are a minority party within 
the city. They are likely to continue in that 
status so long as they co-operate with the ward 
bosses of the Democratic organization to put 
over third-raters on the School Board or to 
knife attempts at reform of local government, 
or so long as they remain indifferent to vir- 
tually all political stimuli except spoils. The 
city Republicans have not provided city voters 
with a reasonable alternative to the Demo- 
crats. Until they do, the voters wiil continue 
to ignore them, and with good cause. 


Prudence. Indeed 

Three cities have provided recent spates 
of literary ignorance involving attacks on 
books and teachers. In Tulsa, several parents 
demanded that Mrs. Beatrice Levin be fired 
for recommending Salinger’s novel, “The 
Catcher in the Rye,” to her students. “Filthy,” 
the parents said. “Shocking,” said the super- 
intendent of schools after reading one page. 
(“Unusually brilliant” is what The New York 
Times had said.) Fortunately, Mrs. Levin was 
not dismissed, but Tulsa teachers have been 
effectively warned not to suggest controver- 
Sial books, though Tulsa bookstores quickly 
sold out all copies of the book in question. 

A similar pattern of bigotry arose in San 
Jose, Calif., and Miami, Fla. Salinger’s book; 
plus Huxley’s “Brave New World” and Hem- 
ingway’s “The Sun Also Rises” were removed 
from a San Jose high school. “Brave New 
World’ and Orwell’s “1984” were attacked as 
“filthy” in Miami-and removed from a high 
school with the acquiescence of the principal, 
director of high schools and superintendent 
—none of whom had ever heard of the two 
books. Even the United States Commissioner 
of Education, Dr. Lawrence Gridley Derthick, 
said he had not heard of them and did not 
think it “prudent” to discuss them. 

In an article reprinted recently on this 
page, The Commonweal said it was a scandal 
that educators never heard of such “modern 
classics.” It is equally a scandal that educators 
would display utter cowardice when ignorance 
attacks education. 


Not the White Knight 


With the marriage of Princess Margaret, 

Britain can settle down to the problem of 
what to call Antony Armstrong-Jones. L. G. 
Pine, editor of Burke’s Peerage, believes that 
a romantic title would-be “‘a fitting climax to a 
most romantic match,” and suggests three 
titles: “Knight of Glin,” “Knight of Kerry” or, 
simply, the “White Knight.” 
_ We Americans may not be competent to 
judge titles from British history, as all three 
are, but we may claim some knowledge of 
titles from English literature, and the “White 
Knight” is one. Galahad, the knight without 
a flaw, was clad in white armor. But the 
“White Knight” who had no other name 
helped to lead Alice “Through the Looking 
Glass.” He also had trouble with his horse. 
When the horse stopped, the White Knight 
fell off in front; when it went on, he fell off 
behind, and otherwise he had a habit of fall- 
ing off sideways—almost always landing on 
his head. 

Antony Armstrong-Jones, it is well known, 
never cared for the “horsy set.” So while we 
wish that the Princess and her bridegroom 
may live happily ever after, we submit that 
the White Knight is not the best title for Mr. 
Jones if he is to have one.

Portrait of West Virginia 


Scene of Tuesday's Presidential Primary Troubled by Contrasts in Wealth and Poverty

CHARLESTON, W. Va. 


It was full spring-heady, hot and 
tangy as only a mountain spring can 
be after a winter of forty to fifty feet 
of snow. Yet West Virginia was pre- 
occupied and troubled by technological 
and human problems centering on the 
coal industry. 


In this setting, campaign oratory re- 


sounded in the mountain valleys and 


the mining camps. On the primary 
votes of this state, which sturdy resi- 
dents like to call ‘‘West—bygawd—Vir- 
ginia’’—to distin- 
guish it from that 
other Virginia, of 
which it once was 
a part, national po- 
litical fortunes may 
be won or lost. 
West Virginia’s 
economic problems 
are a central factor in the Democratic 
presidential primary on May 10, which 
pits Senator John F. Kennedy against 
Senator Hubert H. Humphrey. 


But the visitor sees few signs of 
problems in Charleston, Huntington, 
Parkersburg and the bustling cities of 
the Ohio and Kanawha Valleys. For 
the paradox of West Virginia is that 
booming prosperity and desolate pov- 
erty exist almost side by side. 


Nowhere in the United ‘States has 
there been more rapid growth of giant 
chemical and metallurgical complexes. 
Few states can rival West Virginia’s 
aggregates for boiling, distilling and 
transforming molecules of hydrocar- 
bons and transmuting them into mira- 
cles of synthesis—textiles, fibers, fuels, 
sprays, jellies, powders and all the 
chemical wonders common in contem- 
porary commerce. 


West Virginia is studded with the 
blue-book names of American indus- 
try. Old businesses thrive, too. Charles- 
ton is still the axe capital of the world 
and is by way of becoming the ma- 
chete capital as well. And Richwood 
is still known as the world’s clothespin 
manufacturing center. 


Agriculture is not importent in, the 
state. West Virginia is famous for its 
*‘perpendicular” farming. Fewer than 
one-fifth of the state’s 15,374,000 acres 
slope less than twelve feet in a 100.

If this was the whole picture West 
Virginia could hitch up its galluses 
(still worn in the back country,) switch 
a chaw of Mail Pouch (made in Wheel- 
ing and still a lively seller in the Ohio 


Valley) to the other cheek and utter 
the cliche that West Virginians have 
been using for generations: ‘“‘She’s a 
damned good state for the shape she’s 
_ 

The cliche is based on West Vir- 
ginia’s peculiar geography. West Vir- 
ginia ‘is a Northern State, a Southern 
State, an Eastern state, a Western 
state. She partakes of each but be- 
longs to none. 

This is the land of American legend 
and history—a state born when Civil 
War was superimposed on conflict be- 
tween the coonskin caps of the Alle- 
gheny and the planters of Tidewater 
Virginia.

the Old 97” and the haunt of Billy 
Bryant’s showboat. Flatboat men 
made ‘“‘old Monongahela rye’ famous 
down the Ohio: The thin blue smoke 
of the moonshiner still curls into the 
mountain air. ‘Devil Anse” Hatfield, 
a leader in the Hatfield-McCoy feud, 
is buried in Logan county. 

It was of West Virginia that a mail 
contractor wrote a hundred years ago: 
“If you knock the gabled roof of hell 
out and back it up against Cheat Moun- 
tain and rain fire and brimstone for 
thirty days and forty nights it won't 
melt the snow enough to get your 
damned miail through on time.” 

West Virginia was settled predomi- 
nantly by white Protestant immigrants, 
many of them originally from Virginia, 
a colony from which Roman Catholics 
were legally barred until the mid- 
seventeen hundreds. This Protestant 
tradition survives in West Virginia. 


Today there are in effect two West 
Virginias. There is the West Virginia 


income of more than $6000—one of the 
highest in the East. And there is the 
West Virginia of Campbell’s Fork, a 
half-abandoned coal camp where of 
ninety-one persons still living in paint- 
less sagging houses only five or six 
have jobs. 

Coal has been—and is—West Vir- 
ginia’s fortune. West Virginia has led 
the nation in coal production. Enough 
soft coal to circle the world with fifty- 
ton coal gondolas nearly twenty times 
has been extracted from West Virginia. 
Enough to maintain production at the 
present rate for 800 years.

The steady increase in coal wages 
achieved by John L. Lewis’s United 
Mine Workers has hastened mine auto- 
mation. Union miners draw $25 a day 
or more—if they work. 

This year 40,000 men will extract ap- 
proximately the same amount of coal 
that required 117,000 men ten years 
ago. This is the nub of West Virginia's 
suffering amid a nation that has never 
been so prosperous. 

The bony women and the thin hope- 
starved men of the dying mining 
camps display the same deterioration 
of the will to work and the will to live 
seen in the refugee camps of Europe. 


Since World War II 40,000 persons 
have left the state. Only Arkansas tops 
West Virginia in loss of population. In 
unemployment no state ranks higher 
than West Virginia. Its rate is three 
times the national average. 

In twenty West Virginia counties 15 
per cent or more of the population re- 
ceive surplus food. State resources 
are limited. In per capita income 
West Virginia ranks forty-second. Her 
educational system has been evaluated 
at forty-sixth out of fifty. 

In a dark hour of the Revolutionary 
War George Washington said: “‘Leave 
me but a banner to plant upon the 
mountains of West Augusta and I will 
gather around me the men who will 
lift our bleeding country from the dust 
and set her free.” 


The West Augusta of which he spoke 
was West Virginia. Today the state 
to an extraordinary degree is popu- 
lated by the direct descendants of the. 
men of whom Washington spoke. The 
current census will show West Vir- 
ginia’s population dropping below the 
2,000,000 mark. The state will un- 
doubtedly lose a member in the House 
of Representatives. 

But even with the population loss 
West Virginia still possesses ample 
human resources to conquer her prob- 
lems if these resources can be mo- 
bilized.

A SICILIAN PRINCE who spent 
many years in planning a novel based on 
the life of his great-grandfather, Don 
Fabrizio, Prince of Salina, finally got 
around to writing it at the age of 60. He 
died before his novel was published. In 
fact he died in the belief that it would 
never be published because none of the 
editors who had read it were impressed. 
Then an unsigned copy of the manuscript 
fell into the hands of Giangiacomo Feltrin- 
uelli, the publisher of ‘‘Doctor Zhivago,” 
who immediately saw what his colleagues 
had overlooked and what many thousands 
of readers throughout Europe would pres- 
ently approve. 

So ‘“‘The Leopard’ by Giuseppe di Lam- 

pedusa was an established success in 
Italy, France, Switzerland and Germany, 
before it was translated into English. The 
American edition has benefited, quite nat- 
urally, from the novel's prestige abroad. 
It is hard to believe that it would have 
been overlooked in any case, for it is 
obviously the product of a humane and 
enlightened mind; and if one assumes 
that the translation by Archibald Colqu- 
houn is accurate, it has an extraordinary 
distinction. 
THE PROTAGONIST, Don Fabri- 
zio, is a benevolent ruler who acknowl- 
edges a loose allegiance to the Bourbon 
state of Naples and Sicily at the time 
when Garibaldi is making his drive to 
unite all of Italy under one sovereign. 
The Leopard, so-called because of the 
heraldic beast that adorns the Lampe- 
dusa coat-of-arms, views the social up- 
heavals that accompany every révolution 
with disapproval. He is a traditionalist, 
but he is also a philosopher with an 
insight into all human institutions includ- 
ing royalty. 

In any case the Leopard has no tested 
legions to throw into a losing fight. He 
remains on the edge of the struggle, 
cammuning with his friends and family, 
iting the sparse game in the country- 
side, looking at the stars, and observing 
with an ironic detachment the rise of 
a new class of landowners and entre- 
preneurs. 

When Don Tancredi, the Prince's favor- 
ite nephew, decides to join Garibaldi, the 
Prince gives him his blessing out of fond- 
ness for this gay, adventurous youth, even

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though he knows quite well that Tancredi 
is more than a little opportunistic.

Controversial Writer 


MY LIFETIME IN LETTERS, by Upton 
Sinclair. (University of issouri 
Press, 412 pgs., $6.50.)

VAN WYCK BROOKS has summed 
up the plight of Upton Sinclair, one of 
America’s most prolific, most widely 
read, and most controversial writers: 
“You use fiction for ulterior purposes,” 
he wrote to the novelist in 1953, “and 
that is the cause of the great quarrel 
between you and the critics.” (Brooks 
himself in a review in 1921 had referred 
to the ‘‘sheer worthlessnes’’ of some of 
the novels.) Certainly Mr. Sinclair’s zeal 
to defend a cause often meant his slight- 
ing his art for the sake of an argument 
Or some worthy project—and he has 
served many. 


Once a serious contender for the Nobel 
Prize for literature and the winner of a 
Pulitzer Prize for one of his Lanny Budd 
novels, ‘“‘Dragon’s Teeth” (1942), Mr. 
Sinclair seems like an anachronism in 
these conventional and conservative da¥s. 
He has outlived the days of the rebel. 
Too few remember that his novel, ‘‘The 
Jungle,’’ an expose of the Chicago Stock- 
yards, helped pass the Pure Food Laws 
and inaugurated, as well, an extended 
correspondence with Theodore Roosevelt. 


The 300 or so letters in this volume are 
among the more interesting, in the opin- 
ion of Mr. Sinclair, of the 250,000 that 
he has received. For his letters to be 
included, the writer had to be famous, 
to comment on the happenings of this cen- 
tury, or to react in some way to Mr. 
Sinclair’s opinions, proposals, or books 
(he has written more than 80). 


A FEW OF THE LETTERS are 
not flattering, but a man in his 80s is 
free to salvage such bons mots as the 
following: ‘‘The bravest man in America”’ 
(James Huneker, 1909): ‘I look upon 
Sinclair as one of the sreatest novelists 
of.the world, the Zola of America” (Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle, 1929); ‘‘When people 
ask me what has happened in my long 
lifetime I do not refer them to the news- 
paper files and to the authorities, but to 
your novels’”’ (G. B. Shaw, 1941); “I am 
sure that everything you write does a 
world of good, for you are a true friend 
of humankind’’ (Van Wyck Brooks, 1953). 


We see the man and the century through 
letters from Jack London, Lincoln Stef- 
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fens, Vachel Lindsay, H. L. Mencken (his 
letters are the most interesting), Frank 
Harris, William Jennings Bryan, Thomas 


Mann, Eugene O'Neill, and Albert 
Einstein. Among the more amusing are 
several from Ezra Pound, who felt that 
Mr. Sinclair needed to study more eco- 
nomics and take a lesson from Mussolini. 

His pen took up every problem confront- 
ing society. The press was blasted in 
his novel “The Brass Check,” education 
in “The Goose Step,” business in ‘‘Oil!”’ 
and ‘‘King Coal.’ All of these books, 
like many of the others, dramatize how 
love of money corrupts the world. 

His solution is Socialism and interna- 

tional co-operation: ‘‘I hoped that the 
Socialists — not the Communists — would 
fertilize our thinking and bring about a 
series of ‘New Deals’ and ‘Fair Deals,’ 
with social democracy and social justice 
as the ultimate goals.” 
DESPITE THE FAILURE of his 
campaign for the governorship of Califor- 
nia in 1934, the disaster in the U.S.S.R. 
(several times in his interesting commen- 
tary that runs throughout the book he 
indorses Socialism and denounces Com- 
munism), and the continuing conflict of 
Post World War II, he has remained 
optimistic about mankind.

Our Changing Language

THE LONGHAIRS probably don't 
think much of Bobby Darin, of ‘‘Mack 
the Knife’’ and “Beyond the Sea” fame, 
but they ought to give him credit for

*‘as’’ from complete obsolescence. 

In his hit recording of ‘“‘Beyond the 
Sea,”’ Mr. Darin says, clearly and firmly, 
*‘We’'ll kiss just as before,’’ thus familiar- 
izing millions of young ears with a 
grammatical construction that may never 
have fallen on them before. 

In the impressionable youth of his older 
Captive listeners, song-writers had fewer 
inhibitions about “like.” Who doesn’t 
remember ‘‘Do, do, do like you did, did, 
did,’’ “I’m going to love you like no- 
body’s loved you,"’ ‘‘How come you do 
me like you do,”’ etc.? | 

In the intervening years, and particu- 
larly within the past four or five, people 
seem to have developed a self-conscious- 
ness about ‘‘like.” That word is 
& preposition, not a conjunction, they 


have been told, so they are substituting 
“the way,” which, though nobody has told 
them, is a noun, preceded by an article. 
When I wrote about this substitution in 
this department last year, I had observed 
it only in colloquial usage, but since then 
I have found it in rather formal contexts, 
used by such careful writers as Diana 
Trilling, Kenneth Tynan and S. N. Behr- 
man.

Posthumous Novel From Italv

IN A SENSE “The Leopard” is 
a domestic comedy revealed in a series of 
tableaux. The reader sees Don Fabrizio 
indulging in repartee with his priest- 
confessor, overseeing his various Sicilian 
estates and remembering to forget that 
many of his tenants are in arrears, play- 
ing with his dog, paying his devotions in 
a village church, attending the ball at 
Palermo when Tancredi and Angelica 
make their first big social splash. 

The ball is one of the many episodes 
in the novel in which a sharply brilliant 
scene is filtered through the sad, ironic 
musings of the ever-reflective Prince. As 
he dances with the opulent Angelica, ‘‘his 
paw held her waist with vigorous firm- 
ness, his chin leaned on the black waves 
of her hair; from Angelica’s bust rose a 
delicate scent of bouquet a la Marechale 
and above all an aroma of young smooth 
skin. A phrase of Tumeo’s came back to 
him, ‘Her sheets must smell like Para- 
dise.’ A crude, vulgar phrase, but ac- 
curate. Lucky Tancredi. ... It was true. 
No Tancredi could have resisted that 
beauty united to that income. He would 
have married her whatever happened. 
A twinge crossed his heart; the thought 
of Concella’s haughty yet defeated eyes. 
But that was a brief little pain; at every 
twirl a year fell from his shoulders, soon 
he felt back at the age of twenty when in 
that very same ballroom he had danced 
with Stella before he knew boredom, dis- 
appointment and the rest. For a second 
that night, death seemed to him once 
more ‘something that happened to 
others.’ ”’ 


LAMPEDUSA’S WRITING pro- 
vides a direct commentary on the politi- 
cal movements of the period. The Prince 
is not stricken by the decline of the 
Bourbons, takes a grimly humorous view 
of the upstart rich, and is not too sur- 
prised when the high ideals of the Risor- 
gimento become tarnished. He is a big, 
generous, virile man, crude at times in 
his passions but delicate and penetrating 
in his awareness of human frailty. 

No one with less than the writer’s 
knowledge of his family can determine 
how close this literary portrait is to its 
historical model. It hardly matters. Even 
if he had no historical existence Don 
Fabrizio, Prince of Salina, would deserve 
a place among the great, vital characters 
of imaginative literature.

referred to. Many letters discuss the 
peril of censorship and exalt Mr. Sinclair’s 
defense of freedom of expression. 
However, in 1936 Mencken chided him: 
“No man in American history has 
denounced more different people than you 
have ... and yet no man that I can 
recall complains more bitterly when he 
happens to be hit.”’ 

His persistent defense of the underdog 
brought him to the attention of every 
proponent of a new thought; his interest 
in every social problem brought in tons 
of letters. The book is not ‘only the life 
of Mr. Sinclair but is also the lifetime of 
our century’s intellectual and _ social 
thought. The University of Missouri Press 
has every reason to be proud of this 
publication.

HOW LEARNED — OR RECK- 
LESS — must a man be to undertake 
to assay the mind of a whole nation or 
civilization? In the last six years there 
have been two such attempts by Henry 
Steele Commager and Max Lerner, and 
now there is a third by Leon Howard, 
professor of English at UCLA, who has 
to his credit three sound books on nine- 
teenth century American writers. 


Mr. Howard has surveyed American 
literature from the days of Captain John 
Smith to the present in the hope of iden- 
tifying ‘‘those attitudes . . . which con- 
trolled the creative imagination and 
helped shape the country’s literature 
toward a recognizable national charac- 
ter."’ Again, and a little more clearly, 
Mr. Howard says that his purpose is to 
answer the question: ‘‘Does the literary 
history of America reveal the existence 
of an attitude of mind consistent and 
durable enough to be called an aspect 
of the national character?”’ 


The durable aspect of the national 
character which Mr. Howard identifies 
after his examination of the long sweep 
of American literature is ‘‘a belief in 
the creative power of the human spirit to 
endure and prevail and to exist in the 
meanest and queerest of individuals.’ 
Whether one agrees with this conclusion 
or not it seems likely that this book will 
be valued most for its compact interpre- 
tations and summaries of the works of 
major (and many minor) American 
writers. 

Though Mr. Howard takes us along a 
well-worn path, he has an original and 
stimulating way of presenting the sights. 
A good example is one of Mr. Howard's 
comments on Poe which deftly explains 
Poe’s position in society and shows the 
effect of that position on his work: ‘‘He 
was a socially displaced person—a man 
who called himself a Bostonian in Vir- 
ginia accents, who had been reared as an 
orphan in a city which judged a person 
by his family background, and brought 
up.to be a gentleman without the funds 
to sustain his gentility.” 


THIS HELPS TO EXPLAIN, 
according to Mr. Howard, why Poe ‘‘w%s 
inclined to project himself into other 
backgrounds and take on the protective 
coloring he found there. ...He apparently 
needed to be—not simply to write like— 
Lord Byron and Samuel Paylor Coleridge 
and, to a lesser extent, John Keats and 
Percy Bysshe Shelley.”’

Novel About African Colonialism 


SOMETHING OF AN ACHIEVEMENT, by Gwyn Griffin. 
(Holt, Rinehart & Winston, 284 pgs., $4.95.)

IN THIS NOVEL GWYN GRIFFIN has fulfilled all the 
promise evident in his first book, “By the North Gate’. He 
presents a searing picture of the petty rivalries and childish 
clinging to the ‘“‘old school tie’’ of the British officials in the 
capital of a British East African Colony. ! 

The post of Deputy Commissioner of Police is due to fall 
vacant, and is jealously sought by two superintendents, Cecil 
Spurgeon and John Sillicoe. Spurgeon’s relentless ambition leads 
him to contract a marriage while on leave in Alexandria with 
a beautiful 19-year-old French girl, Solange, in the hope that a 
wife will increase his chances of promotion. 

The author unravels the chain of events set in motion by 
this act with a firm, unsentimental grasp of the fallibility of 
human nature and the ironic twists with which fate destroys 
man’s best laid plans. For Solange and her 16-year-old artist 
brother, Leon, find themselves in an alien world of the con- 
ventional self-righteous British Middle Class—‘‘the impecunious, 
the chronically worried, the shiny suited, the striving”’. 

Solange and Leon are despised because of their foreign ac- 
cents, strong appearance of mixed Arabic blood, and their in- 
ability to play tennis which makes them such social failures at 
“the club”. They in turn treat the insular British with all the 
contempt born of cosmopolitan sophistication. Solange realizes 
that the man whom she married to gain social status and finan- 


cial security, is a self-centered, insensitive bore. 


Meanwhile, 


Cecil finds his wife has nothing in common with the English 
officials and their wives, and even her beauty offers no tempta- 
tion to his long-established celibacy. 

INTERWOVEN WITH this subtle, often cynical character 
drawing is a fast-moving Conradian plot involving the arrival 
of 150 Jewish terrorists from Palestine, their attempts to evade 
Cecil’s custody, a sadistic murder, Solange’s blatant infidelity 
and Leon’s nightmarish adventure with a homosexual English 
trader who lives on one of the outlying plantations. All this is 
set against a background in which racial hatred and prejudice 


lurk like a malignant fever. 


The writer's ironical detachment is expressed in terse, sinewy 
prose as the novel moves to its inevitable conclusion—passionate 
daring and young love perish ignominiously, while the mediocre 


and the conformist triumph.

WAGGING HIS GOATEE 
like the old goat he was, ‘‘Doc- 
tor’’ Brinkley carried the gos- 
pel of the rejuvenating goat 
gland far and wide, preying 
upon the gullible, the credu- 
lous, and the ignorant. Gerald 
Carson has written a fascinat- 
ing if hair-raising account of 
his chicanery. 

The modern medicine man 
never got a legitimate medical 
degree before he started prac- 
tice. That was in Greenville, 
N.C., where he charged $25 for 
a shot of colored water, inject- 
ed with a flourish into your 
hip or arm. But for years, 
waving a piece of paper from 
the ‘‘Eclectic Medical Univer- 
sity,’ he performed opérations, 
ran a hospital, and prescribed 
for thousands of patients. Oh, 
yes, he also had a diploma 
from the National University 
of Arts and Sciences in St. 
Louis, another phoney educa- 
tional mail-drop! 


Fooling the people for a long, 
long time was an art which 
Brinkley cultivated to a high 
degree. On the strength of his 
“education” in Kansas, he also 
finagled reciprocal licenses in 
Missouri, Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Texas and Connecticut. From 
the ancient university of Pavia 
in Italy he got the degree of 
Doctor of Surgery (on the 
basis of a good recommenda- 
tion from one of his cronies). 
On the basis of that, he got ad- 
mitted to the British Medical 
Association. During World War 
I he was given a short-lived 
commission in the U.S. Army’s 
Medical Corps. 

When he developed his 
“unique’’ surgical technique 
for transplanting goat gonads 
to worried ‘old men, he made 
a mint—estimated at twelve 
million dollars. He developed a 
hospital and clinic at Milford, 
Kan., and proceeded to haul in 
the suckers who fell for his

Story of Hermann von Schrenk 


HERMANN VON SCHRENK: The Man Who Was Timber, « 
Biography, by James E. Cronin, (Kuéhn, Publisher, McLor- 
mick Bldg. Chicago, 257 pgs., $4.50.)

DOWN BY OUR BIG POND grow three cypress treés. 
They are there, in a roundabout way, because of Hermann von 
Schrenk, certainly one of the most colorful and brilliant charac- 
ters to grace the St. Louis scene during the first half of this 
century. Our cypress trees were delivered one day perhaps 
five years ago by our friend August Bielmann, who knew we 
needed something that could grow beside the pond where its 


feet would often be wet. 


Gus Bielmann was a protege of famed botanist and timber 
expert von Schrenk who was, in turn, a world authority on the 


bald cypress, Taxodium distichum. 


It was his favorite, this 


tall and majestic tree that dominates the swamp lands, and it 


also became one of Bielmann’s favorites. 


Thus it arrived to 


live at Possum Trot where quite possibly it grew naturally 100 


years ago. 


Everybody who knew Dr. Herman von Schrenk —and his 
still-living friends and acquaintances must run into hundreds 
all around the world—will agree he deserves to have a book 
written about him. But writing such a book is more easily 
talked about than done; and the choice of Dr. James Cronin 
of St. Louis University to do the job was a happy one. 
SOME IDEA OF THE AUTHOR’S RESEARCH 
task may be gained by knowing that von Schrenk published his 
first scientific paper at the age of 21 in 1894 and continued 
publishing prolifically until 1949, a short time before he died. 
His first interest was botany; his second was the diseases of 
plants; his third was in stopping the deterioration of structural 
wood caused by rot and decay and the attacks of various fungi 


and diseases. 


This became his lifé work, it eventually necessi- 


tated von Schrenk’s becoming a ‘‘timber engineer’ and his 
greatest fame is associated with timber preservation, chiefly in 


the field of railroad building. 


There is drama in the whole von Schrenk story. His father 
and mother came from ancient nobility in Transylvania and 


Bavaria; his father was a scientist and teacher. 


Hermann grad- 


uated from Cornell, took his Master’s at Harvard, and his Doc- 
torate at Washington University. He taught for a time at the 
old Manual Training School, formed an association with Shaw's 
Garden that lasted 50 years, and became a pioneer plant pathol- 


ogist in the Department of Agriculture. 


Here his work in the 


field of wood preservatives was begun. 

A disagreement with Gifford Pinchot failed to heal and 
actually set the course for von Schrenk’s future career as world 
authority on timber technology, adviser to America’s railroads, 
witness extraordinary in some of the most interesting land law- 


suits ever fought in America. 


He was a conservationist by 


conviction and necessity, for his life work was making timber 
last longer in its job, thereby saving billions of trees for the 


future and for other uses. 


In addition, he worked for better 


forestry at private, state and national levels. 

THE HOME LIFE OF HERMANN and Mary von 
Schrenk is well captured in the book. Both enjoyed their friends 
in many walks of life; and Hermann, a great talker, needed a 


constant audience. 


I met them first through their nephew, 


Missouri’s Chief Justice James Douglas, now chairman of the 
trustees of Washington University. Later I visited their home 
with Fritz von Windegger, who was that unbelievable fellow, 
a liberal banker, and his wife Mary, one of Missouri's great 


flower gardeners. 


Finally I came to know them on my own account and Her- 
mann’s photograph in the frontispiece brings a touch of nos- 


talgia. 


White hair parted evenly in the middle, keen eyes be- 


hind spectacles, hands thrust in pockets, head forward, pipe 
going and voice ranging out across half the universe: This was 


Hermann von Schrenk—‘‘the man who was timber.” 


His like 


will not be seen again and Dr. Cronin has done a service, cap- 
turing the man and his work and setting down the story for all 


of us to read.

THE FIGURE of Wil- 
liam III of Orange—the male 
half of the William and Mary 
team which the ‘‘glorious revo- 
lution of 1688’’ brought to the 
English throne—has not been 
found attractive by the his- 
torical novelist. Nor, for that 
matter, has he ever received 
his complete due from biogra- 
phers, considering the fact that 
he is one of the key figures of 
history and his accomplish- 
ment truly remarkable. 


It is easy to see why he has 
been relatively neglected. He 
was not the stuff out of which 
a romantic hero can be cre- 
ated. He was sadly deficient 
in that most important depart- 
ment of life, love. Historians 
describe him as cold, reserved, 
austere. The English have 
never quite forgiven him for 
not being English. If he had 
been English I think they 
would have made him as big a 
hero as Henry V, who also 
fought and beat the French. 
Nor were his manners quite 
the best. He was a Dutchman. 

Most women would have 
found him quite intolerable, 
and that is how Mary would 
have found him, too, but for

—entirely for reasons of state 
—when Mary was still only a 
child of 15 and William 27, 
until love really blossomed be- 
tween them some 12 years 
later, is the main theme of 
this well-above-average his- 
torical novel. It is laid against 
the solid and exciting back- 
ground of William’s desperate 
and heroic struggle against the 
power of the Sun King, Louis 
XIV, then in the flood tide of 
his grandiose ambition to 
dominate all Europe. 
STATECRAFT, diplo- 
macy and war were William's 
business, absorbing all his 
energies. Edwards portrays 
him well, as a veritable David 
pitting his puny strength 
against the mighty Goliath of 
France. But some of the com- 
plexity of William's character 
and personality is missing 
from the portrait. We are 
given his reckless courage in 
battle, but not his chronic 
asthma and general ill state 
of health, though this made his 
achievement all the more re- 
markable. 

We also see William clearly 
as the first king of the new 
age, the age of reason, toler- 
ance and enlightened respect 
for civil liberties, a ruler who 
never concerned himself with a 
man’s religion but only with 
his loyalty and usefulness to 
the cause of freedom.

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Architects View Expanding Horizons 


Challenge of New Urban Life Offered at San Francisco 


By GEORGE McCUE 


WHILE THE AMERICAN population is growing at 
a staggering rate, the cities where most of the people livé are 
becoming more and more unlivable. 


This has become a familiar complaint in the last several years. 
It was voiced with high authority at San Francisco, where some 
2000 architects met, concurred in the general dissatisfaction, and 
considered what they, as planners and builders, might do about it. 


The plight of the city is not entirely an architectural prob- 
lem, for its complexities have sprung up in many quarters, and 
have become intertwined. Yet it seemed clear that one im- 
portant job to be done is to restore to the city the graciousness, 
stimulation and convenience that it used to have, and which 
families have been seeking lately in the suburbs. Because many 
cities, including San Francisco and St. Louis, are undertaking 
large-scale redevelopment projects, the architect is offered 
unique opportunities to re-introduce good urban qualities into 
urban living, through planning on a neighborhood scale. 

This was what the American Institute of Architects was largely 
concerned with in its week-long convention at San Francisco, 
a city with a vividly remembered past, an ingratiating present, 
bright prospects and its share of big problems. 
THE CITY PREDICAMENT, as_ summed 
Henry D. Whitney of New York City, is this: 

The former city residents who fled to the suburbs have been 
succeeded by low-income families least able to pay for the 
services they require. While the city goes down in quality, 
its municipal costs go up—its health, police, fire and welfare 
services overburdened by the poor, sick and delinquent. At the 
same time, the streets, utilities and other services must be 
extended uneconomically to serve the expanding periphery. The 
city has become the abode of the poor and the rich, with the 
middle-income group conspicuously missing.

The traffic arteries are congested every day with country- 
dwellers going to work in town, and on weekends with city-dweliers 


seeking the country. 

The architect has been busy in the suburbs. His work in the 
city tends towards the huge building that sets out to be a public 
or a commercial symbol, neglecting the structure of the neighbor- 
hood, and not concerning itself with creative and efficient use 
of urban land. -

borhoods for middle-income families. Experience with this 
program in several cities has shown that there is confusion 
as to what makes a well-planned city neighborhood. Some 
projects have tried to bring the suburbs into the city, allowing 
excessive open ground that had to be heavily subsidized; others 
have built too densely. , 

Whitney proposed that sociologists study the American family’s 
living needs, and that these be architecturally visualized within 
normal urban densities anf@ standard construction costs. 

A sociologist, Wendell Bell of the University of California at 
Los Angeles, told the session that his profession is already con- 
cerned with the increased scale of society. Whereas the 
sociologist a generation or two ago found city problems in the 
disorganization of many different groups, with different cultural 
backgrounds, now his attention is drawn to a condition of over- 
organization, with a concentration of power in the command 
posts of big business. 


SOME OF THE DISTURBING aspects of life on 
our planet today were touched upon by J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
physicist who is director of the Institute for Advanced Studies 
at Princeton University. 

Before the largest audience of the convention, Oppenheimer 
said that we are living in a unique time of growth, and ‘‘one 
of the most surprising and terrifying characteristics is the growth 
itself.”’ 

In science, he said, ‘‘we know four times as much as 10 years 
ago, and it is not unlikely in some sciences, notably having 
to do with molecular microbiology, to hear of the last five years’ 
having produced more insight into the nature of life than in 
all human history before it." An indication of the fantastic 
expansion of scientific study in recent years, he said, is the fact 
that more than 90 per cent of all scientists in history are still 
living.

work days, our leisure is- altered,’’ Oppenheimer said. ‘‘The 
very substance of our cognative growth is being changed many 
times:over in a man’s life. If he went to sthool and learned 
most of what there was to know in some fields, then stopped 
learning, 20 years later he would be an ignoramus.”’ 


The new ramifications of knowledge are making it increasingly 
difficult for people in different fields to tell one another what 
they have discovered, he said, because they speak specialized 
languages. And yet there is unity in this diversity, the strongest 
unity being that “all creative men recognize a kind of analogy 
in the human aspects of the creative process, in the terror, in 
the discipline and the essential loneliness.”’ 

The essential feature of creativity, Oppenheimer said, is that 
“although nature tells us what is not true, it does not tell us 
what questions to ask, it does not tell us what ideas to use, 
what experiments to devise; it does not tell us where to look 
or how to look for the truth.’’ 


And the common basis of knowledge ‘“‘is a shared tradition 
and a certain slowness of change, so that the past is meaning- 
fully present in the present and meaningfully relevant to the 
future."’ Oppenheimer urged the architects to “look with very 
wide-angle lenses at the site in which you are working,” so 
that this broad vision reveals the ‘‘multiple relatedness of 
human institutions and of human lives.’’ 


The convention awarded Ludwig Mies van der Rohe, noted 
architect and city planner, its 1960 gold medal. The stocky, 
cigar-smoking designer of New York’s glass and bronze Seagram 
building and of the glass and steel Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology campus at Chicago made no speeches. He told a press 
conference that he considers glass a ‘‘wonderful material.’ 
There is no such possibility as too much glass in a building, he 
said, adding, however, that sometimes it is used ‘‘stupidly.”’ 


THE EXPANDING HORIZONS of human existence 
—the growing economy, mushrooming population, high consump- 
tion of land and ‘‘a building need that dwarfs anything ever 
undertaken in the past’’—confront architects with a great respon- 
sibility, said Philip Will Jr. of Chicago, president-elect of the 
A.1.A. He added that he is ‘‘profoundly troubled’’ over whether 
his profession is accepting it. 

The new architecture, Will said, is no longer confined to single 
buildings but is expressed in a new kind of integrated community 
design. He praised San Francisco for three demonstrations of 
public sentiment that reflected ‘‘a heightened level of public 
taste.”’ 


These were a revolt against a freeway project that would 
have mutilated a large section of the city, a campaign to save 
the old Federal Mint building, and the city’s Golden Gateway 
proposal. 


The latter project deserves special mention. On a 44-acre 
site, now occupied by a blighted produce district, the San Fran- 
cisco Redevelopment Authority plans a development of apartment 
buildings, public garage, an office or apartment tower and 
landscaped malls. 


This enterprise is expected to cost more than $100,000,000, 

and to assure itself of a good job, the authority sponsored one 
of the largest civic design competitions ever held in the United 
States. Nine major architectural firms have submitted plans, 
and now have models on display. A panel of seven architects 
of national reputation was assembled to evaluate the proposals, 
and the city’s decision is to be made next fall. 
THE CONTROVERSY over the Old Federal Mint 
closely parallels that over the Old Post Office in St. Louis, and 
both are by the same architect, A. B. Mullet. The Mint, a 
block-long edifice of classic Greek style, was built in 1870. 


San Francisco has done far better than St. Louis in recog- 
nizing the urban charm of its older dwellings, and in making 
use of them. There are houses and apartments in almost all 
parts of the city, most of them with bay windows that look out 
on spectacularly tilted vistas. Some of the city’s hill-climbing 
Streets are on a. 30 per cent grade. Long-time residents, who 
evidently have expanded lung capacity, like the Incas, stride up 
and down these precipitous slopes with a proud nonchalance, 
and even drive automobiles on them. 


The general aspect of the city is one of clean pastel hues. 
The tall downtown buildings are of masonry construction, but 
elsewhere the prevailing material is a tinted stucco over wood 
framing. The wood is resilient, and San Franciscans have been 
partial to resiliency since the 1906 earthquake and fire. Fire 
escapes are hung matter-of-factly on most of the town buildings, 
but this ungainly ironwork is painted the same color as the 
building to render it inconspicuous. Prevailing winds keep 
the paintwork clean, and the even temperatures impose no great 
stresses on the stucco. 


A SECTION THAT COMPELS particular admiration 
is Jackson Square, a block or so of old warehouses that were 
the only downtown structures to escape damage in the great 
catastrophe of 1906. This used to be the waterfront, but land- 
fills have extended the shoreline. 

Jackson Square went through a period of blight, then was 
taken over a few years ago by several decorators. They 
cleaned the buildings, planted trees along the curbs and now 
display both a showplace and an object lesson in the value of 
nicely styled old buildings. 

In a desperate effort to provide more parking space, the city 
has built garages under some of its public squares, restoring the 
plantings, fountains and benches on what are now rooftops. 
Because of the inclined streets, the parks are at ground level 
on the uphill side, and the garage entrances are at ground level 
on the lower side. 

The architects viewed this with concern, urging in an official 
statement that San Franciscans should not irreparably damage 
the beauty and character of their city ‘‘as some sections of the 
freeway and underground garages have already done.”’ 
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St. Mary's Square, near Chinatown, an inviting urban 
oasis with flowers and sculpture. A parking garage is 
underneath it. Architects protested plans to give other

Classical Records 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


FRANCIS POULENC’S opera “La Voix Humaine’ has 
only one character, who is on the stage continuously for three- 
quarters of an hour and singing all the time. Yet it is not a 
mere tour de force. The situation that develops in the presence 
of the audience as a young and attractive woman says farewell 
to her lover on the eve of his marriage to another, is filled with 
anguish, the recall of tender moments and the occasional re- 
surgence of a desperate hope. 


A musical play consisting of a long conversation on the tele- 
phone would seem to be a risky dramatic venture, but after listen- 
ing to the record made by Denise Duval with the Opera Comique 
orchestra under Georges Pretre, I am not surprised that the live 
performances in Paris and Milan were successful. As the action 
is necessarily limited it is possible that one does not lose much 
by not seeing it. Hearing without seeing, in fact, has special 
advantages. The listener is forced to use his imagination. 


Denise Duval gives a moving performance. What she needs 
most—a vocal quality and céntrol that express the whole range 
of emotion involved in the renunciation of love —she has in 
abundance. The vocal line for the most part follows a parlando 
style that suggests the natural rise and fall of the voice but it is 
still on pitch and essentially lyrical. The orchestra accompanies 
the voice with a continuous stream of sound that emphasizes the 
high dramatic points of the monologue and frequently enlarges 
on the meaning of the singer's words. 

The dramatic text was written by Jean Cocteau. 

The recording has caucht the inflection of Mme. Duval's voice 

and the sensuous warmth of the orchestral sound with admirable 
fidelity. (RCA-Victor, Monaural in album with French-English 
libretto and brochure, one record.) 
BRUNO WALTER’S special qualities as a conductor are 
fully disclosed in his new recording of the Brahms Fourth Sym- 
phony. The orchestra involved is called the Columbia Symphony 
Orchestra which probably means that it is composed of many of 
the best musicians in and about New York. 


As in most of his performances Dr. Walter observes a tempo 
that allows a complete unfolding of the phrase. A deliberate 
pace that resulted in a loss of momentum would reduce any 
piece of music to a series of mosaics even if the sound were beau- 
tiful. In this case the forward motion is always felt and in con- 
sequence the performance is relaxed and broad, the leading 
voices sing with lyrical fervor and the supporting voices enrich 
the harmonies and the texture. In brief the performance is 
lyrically expressive and noble in its dimensions. (Columbia, 
Stereophonic, one record.) 


EDOUARD VAN REMOORTEL, conductor of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, leads the orchestra of the Vienna 
State Opera in a performance of Mendelssohn's ‘‘Scotch’” Sym- 
phony. The best feature of this recording is the uniformly ex- 
cellent sound. In the first movement the metronomic regularity 
of the beat produces a ‘‘square’’ mechanical effect. The scherzo 
is more than ordinarily vivacious but the orchestra doesn’t play 
all the notes clearly. The reproduction is excellent. (Vox. 
Stereophonic, one record.) 


A RECORDING of Mozart's Clarinet Quintet (K. 581) by 
the Budapest Quartet with David Oppenheimer as soloist empha- 
sizes the tender aspects of this lovely music but neglects its 
rhythmic ebullience. The fast movements, I ‘believe, should 
have more snap and bounce. But here, as in other treatments 
of Mozart, the Budapest players lean toward a romanticism 
that’s not appropriate to the composer’s character. Oppen- 
heimer is a good clarinetist though his main occupation is that 
of a television producer. 

The second side of the record is devoted to Mozart's “Eine 
Kleine Nachtmusik”’’ with Julius Levin playing the double bass. 
Though this famous serenade is usually played by a string or- 
chestra it was originally scored, as here reproduced, for a quin- 
tet. In this form it has definite advantages—on a recording at 
least. Few string ensembles could articulate the music as crisply 
as in the Budapest reproduction: The recording also has all 
the necessary depth of sound. (Columbia, Stereophonic, one 
record.) 

PAGANINI’S Six Sonatas for Violin and Guitar should have 
an appeal for novelty hunters not to mention the growing number 
of guitar players. The musical value of these pieces is rather 
slight. They are well played by Fredy Ostrovsky, violin, and 
Ernest Calabria, guitar. (Boston Record, Monaural, one record.)

Sr. reminisced, “‘they’d come 
home unhappy, the four of 
them.

If they 
only could form a league and 
play there. The property, they 
discovered, belonged to Sam 
Breadon, who owned the Car- 
dinals.

The first Khoury Leagues 
were two four-team leagues or- 
ganized in 1937 for boys 13 and 
under.

The metropolitan St. Louis area 
includes 2400 teams accommo- 
dating about 36,000 boys.

Khoury, who signs surety 
bonds for the Automobile Club 
of Missouri now, set up two 
sons in a printing business aft- 
er they were wounded in 
World War II. The junior 
Khourys are active in the base- 
ball program, too, and print 
free of charge all material 
used by the far-flung leagues.

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SUIT AGAINST 
SHAPLEIGH FIRM 
S DISMISSED 


A suit charging direetors of the 
old Shapleigh Hardware Co. and 
associates with improper use of 
corporate funds has been dis- 
missed at the request of Melroy 
Horn, a minority stockholder. 

Horn, who had sued for $1,- 
561,841, dropped his claim after 
the interests which took over 
Shapleigh Hardware arranged to 
buy his 500 shares of common 
stock, it was reported by Harold 
Abrams, attorney for Horn. 

Circuit Judge Robert L, Aron- 
son dismissed the case “with 
prejudice,” which means that 
Horn may not reinstate the suit. 
He will have to pay the court 
costs. The court order, issued 
riday, directed the company to 
notify all its shareholders by 
registered mail that, unless they 
recommence the case within 30 
days, they too will be barred 
from suing. 

Also dismissed was a compan- 
ion suit filed by Horn to obtain 
a court determination of a fair 
value of his stock. Hig attorney 
declined to disclose the price 
paid Horn for his stock. When 
the directors voted to purchase 
all outstanding shares last No- 
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ments. 
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vember, they offered $175 a 
share. 

Horn, who is president of Lo- 
cal 618 of the Teamsters’ Union, 
had alleged that $5,000,000 had 
been siphoned from Shapleigh 
funds at the expense of minority 
stockholders. 


In a statement issued yester- 
day, a Shapleigh spokesman 
said Horn owned about five per 
cent of its common stock, which 
he desired to sell to the firm, 
but there was a difference of 
opinion as to the fair market 
value. 

Settlement of the suit also dis- 
poses of a disputed claim against 
the company by Horn and an- 
other of his attorneys, Selden 
Blumenfeld, for a finder’s fee 
made in connection with the re- 
cent sale of Shapleigh’s inven- 
tory to Central Hardware Co., 
it was stated. 

“In the corporation’s opinion, 
the allegations in Horn’s stock- 
holder suit are without merit,” 
the statement continued. ‘‘In its 
opinion no loss was suffered by 
the corporation, but on the con- 
trary, financing for business 
purposes resulted in a profit to 
the corporation, with no person- 
al gain or profit being derived 
by any officer or director of the 
company.”

Book withdrawals at the St. 
Louis County Library in 1959 in- 
creased by 347,000 above 1958 
circulation figures, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Circulation of phonograph rec- 
ords increased by 16,020 above 
the 1958 figures, Mahlon B. Wal- 
lace, president of the iibrary 
board, said in an annual report 
released yesterday. 

The library has 394,635 books, 
804 sound films, 13,854 phono- 
graph records and 729 periodi- 
cals in its collection, the report 
said.

GUARD PILOT 
HURT, LANDING 
GEAR COLLAPSES

Capt. Earl H. Ramshaw, an 
Air National Guard pilot from 
Peoria, Ill., suffered a back in- 
jury yesterday when the landing 
gear of his F84F fighter plane 
collapsed in an emergency land- 
ing at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

Capt. Ramshaw reported by 
radio to the Missouri Air Na- 
tional Guard Base at Lambert 
Field that his jet engine had 
flamed out about 20 miles north 
of the airport and that he would 
attempt an emergency landing 


,on the 10,000-foot runway. The 


hydraulic system of the plane 
also had failed and the pilot 
used an emergency procedure to 
lower the gear. 


Fire and crash trucks were 
standing by as the crippled plane 
approached the landing strip. 
The landing gear apparently 
failed to lock and collapsed when 
the plane struck the runway. The 
craft swerved off the runway 
and slid several hundred feet on 
its belly before coming to a halt. 


Flames broke out as the pilot 
got out of the cockpit. The fire 
was extinguished quickly with 
foam but the plane was damaged 
extensively.

Wilson’s Creek Will Become Civil War Memorial Under Bill Approved by Congress

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 7. 


ON PRESIDENT EISENHOW- 
ER’S DESK, awaiting his signa- 
ture, is a bill passed recently 
by Congress to make Wilson’s 
Creek Battlefield a national park. 

Thus will end, 99 years after 
the battle itself, what might be 
called the Second Battle of Wil- 
son’s Creek. For almost three 
quarters of a century, small but 
determined groups have been 
campaigning to achieve for the 
battle the recognition it deserves 
and to have the battlefield pre- 
served as a national memorial. 

Except to historians, scholars 
and Civil War buffs, the name 
Wilson’s Creek usually doesn’t 
fMmean much. Not beside such 
names as Bull Run, Shiloh, An- 
tietam and Gettysburg. 

But to students of the war, 
the Battle of Wilson’s Creek was 
significant for many reasons, not 
the least of which is that it is 
credited with having saved Mis- 
souri for the Union. The second 
major battle of the war, coming 
after first Bull Run, it was a 
proving ground for 17 West 
Pointers. Most of them had never 
been under fire and in the next 
44 months of bitter war they 
were to profit by the lessons 
learned at Wilson’s Creek. 


It was one of the hardest 
fought and bloodiest battles of 
the war. In more than five 
hours of bitter fighting, much 
of it at close range, 2330 men 
were left dead or wounded at 
Wilson’s Creek. Some Civil 
War historians date the decline 
of the Confederacy from that 
battle. 


The site of the battle, roughly 
1000 acres, lies 11 miles south- 
west of Springfield, county seat 
of Greene county. Springfield, 
now a city of more than 100,000, 
was a village of fewer than 2000 
population when the battle was 
fought. 

The hills and valleys of Wil- 
son’s Creek remain unchanged 
from that distant day. You can 
stand on the Old Wire Road at 
the southern boundary, the same 
dirt and rock road over which 
the Confederates marched up 
from the south through Arkan- 
sas, and see before you a thou- 
sand acres of rolling country- 
side on which the battle was 
fought. 


On a pleasant spring day, the 
scene is peaceful, quiet and re- 
mote. It seems hard to believe 
that this was ever the scene of 
a battle so intense that the 
armies were obscured by the 
smoke of cannons which fired 
into opposing forces fewer than 
100 yards away, and that after 
the battle this ground was so 
covered with dead and wounded 
that, as one eye-witness wrote, 
“fone could have stepped from 
one man to another.” 

Still meandering through the 
valley is the small stream called 
Wilson’s Creek. And _ looking 
northward, down the slope a 
couple of hundred yards is 
Skegg’s Branch, which runs into 
Wilson’s Creek. That was where 
the Rebels massed their forces 
on the morning of the battle on 
Aug. 10, 1861 — a nondescript 
force which included some 3000 
Missourians, most of whom had 
neither uniforms nor guns. They 
were ardent secessionists who 
had gone there to join forces 


‘with the Army of the Confed- 


eracy. 

In the distance, crowned by a 
growth of oak trees which look 
as if they could be the same 
trees from behind which the 
opposing forces loaded their 
guns with minie balls and fired 
at one another, is Bloody Hill, 
highest spot in the area. 

It was there that Union Gen- 
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eral Nathaniel sLyon, already 
twice wounded, was trying to 
lead another charge when he 
was shot from his horse. 

A half mile away is Ray’s 
farmhouse, a mellowed and 
weatherbeaten frame structure, 
the only pre-Civil War building 
still standing in the area. It 
was to Ray’s farmhouse that 
the body of General Lyon was 
carried. 

Prickly pear still blooms on 
top of Bloody Hill and scrub 
oak still grows on the rocky 
slopes, as it did when the battle, 
in the first reports sent back 
by officers of both sides, was 
referred to as the Battle of Oak 
Hill. 

At the summit of. Bloody Hill 
there is now a granite marker, 
showing where General Lyon 
fell, placed there a few years 
ago by the University Club of 
Springfield. Close by, on a flat 
outcropping of smooth granite, 
there is another memorial. Some 
unknown soldier, waiting per- 
haps in the pre-dawn for the 
fighting to begin, scratched deep 
granite the date, 
“1861, 8. 10.” and the name 
of his regiment. 


There used to be another 
monument of sorts to mark the 
spot where General Lyon died, 
put there by the men who had 
fought at the Battle of Wil- 
son’s Creek. For many years, 
survivors of the battle, from 
both the North and South, held 
annual reunions on the hill. 
It was their custom, when each 
reunion broke up, for each 
man to bring a stone and put 
it in a pile which marked the 
spot where Lyon, struck by a 
ball in the chest, fell from his 
horse into the arms of his 
orderly and gasped, ““Lehman, 
I am killed.” 

During the years the pile of 
stones grew until, according to 
old-timers, it was more than 12 
feet high. But the years passed 
and the veterans died and the 
day came when there was 
none to come to the reunions. 
Then the tourists and sight- 
seers started coming. Many of 
them were descendants of the 
men who had fought or died 
at Wilson’s Creek. They started 
carrying the stones away as 
souvenirs and mementoes. In 
the course of time the pile 
disappeared. 


It was veterans of the battle, 
men from both sides, who first 
tried to start a movement to 
get the Government to recog- 
nize in some way the battle. 
That was 75 years ago, and 
perhaps it was the mood of 
people in those days to want to 
forget the war. The first bill 
was introduced in Congress in 
1890 but it died. 

After the Battle of Wilson’s 
Creek, which raged from 6 a.m. 
until almost noon, farmers of 
the region gathered to help bury 
the dead. Some years later, 
when a national cemetery was 
established in Springfield, the 
bodies were moved there. Men 
in blue were in one part, men 
in gray in another, with a low 
wall dividing them. In recent 
years the wall has almost crum- 
bled and it is significant that 
nothing has been done to re- 
build it. 

After the turn of the century 
the veterans’ organizations, the 
Grand Army of the Republic

and the United Confederate Vet- 
erans, joined forces and got a 
bill introduced but it never 
reached the floor of the House. 

After World War I, the same 
bill was introduced by virtually 
every Congressman from the 
area, with the same results. Ex- 
cept in Southwest Missouri no 
one seemed convinced that the 
Battle of Wilson’s Creek was

very important. Even in Mis- 
souri, people who tried to get 
something done found a great 
deal of public apathy. 

A man largely responsible, in 
an indirect way, for winning rec- 
ognition for Wilson’s Creek was 
Dr. L. E. Meador, for many 
years a professor at Drury Col- 
lege here in Springfield. Dr. 
Meador, now retired, taught eco- 


a 


nomics, but students over many 
years always learned that a 
good way to get away from dull 
economics into something more 
interesting in his classes was 
to bring up the Civil War. 

Dr. Meador is a recognized 
authority on the subject, and on 
the Battle of Wilson’s Creek in 
particular. 

Two students. who caught his 
enthusiasm were John K. Huls- 
ton, now a prominent attorney in 
Springfield, and Charles Brown, 
now a Congressman from the 
district. 

Hulston took up the cause 
some 15 years ago, but for a 
long time he, too, was a victim 
of general public apathy. For 
many years historians and Civil 
War buffs have been coming 
from all over the country to 
study the battlefield, but it is 
said many people in Springfield 
can’t even tell you in which di- 
rection from town it lies. 


In 1950, Hulston organized, 
with the aid of a few other in- 
terested citizens, the Committee 
on Establishment and Mainte- 
nance of Wilson’s Creek. He got 
the Chamber of Commerce in- 
terested, as well as veterans’ or- 
ganizations, historical societies 
and civic clubs. 


One of the first things they 
did was investigate the possi- 
bility of buying parts of the bat- 
tlefield in order to make it more 
accessible to the public. Through 
the years people who wanted to 
visit the place here found it 
anything but easy. It is reached 
by a narrow blacktop road which 
eventually became a dirt road. 
If visitors succeeded in finding 
the site, they usually had to 
climb a few barbed-wire fences 
and if they wanted to tramp over 
the place they had to get per- 
mission from landowners who 
might mistake them for hunters. 

The committee succeeded in 
buying 40 acres in the heart of 
the site, which included Bloody 
Hill. They formed the Wilson’s 
Creek Battlefield Corp. and 
asked the public, including 
school children, to contribute to 
the $2000 fund they needed. 
Money came in in nickles and 
dimes. The corporation - still 
owns the land but it will be 
deeded to National Park Serv- 
ice when the bill becomes law. 

It took a lot of renewed ener- 
gy to get the bill on the Presi- 
dent’s desk. Action was again 
started in 1956 when supporters 
of the measure decided to have 
another try at Congress. Dewey 
Short,. then Representative from 
the district, introduced a bill 
in the House. Senator Thomas 
C. Hennings introduced a com- 
panion bill in the Senate. After 
being kicked around for a year, 
the measure was tabled. 

In 1957 it was reintroduced by 
Hennings in the Senate, and by 
Charles Brown, newly-elected 
Representative, in the House. 
Conrad Wirth, director of the 
National Park Service, was in- 
duced to tour the battlefield. 
When hearings on the bill were 
held, the National Park Service 
reported that the battle was a 
secondary engagement, that it 
lacked national significance to 
warrant its establishment as a 
national park, and that anyway 
the Civil War in the west had 
been adequately memoralized by 
Pea Ridge, the site of a battle 
100 miles or so to the south, over 
the Arkansas line, which had

been made a national memorial 
in 1956. 

This was a blow, but the com- 
mittee was undaunted. In 1959 
Hennings and Brown reintros- 
duced the bills. This time a 
committee of five Congressmen, 
headed by Ed Edmondson of 
Oklahoma, came to have a look 
at Wilson’s Creek. The local 
committee was ready for them. 
They did everything except re- 
enact the battle. After a tour of 
the battlefield, the Congressmen 
listened to 10 papers prepared 
by local authorities on Wilson’s 
Creek. These papers covered ev- 
ery aspect of the battle and its 
importance, as well as its suit- 
ability as a national park. 

The committee went back to 
Washington and made a unani- 
mously favorable report. The 
House of Representatives passed 
the bill unanimously last Feb. 
2 and the Senate followed suit 
April 14, 


This time there was no dis- 
sent from the National Park 
Service. The bill provides 
$120,000 for development of 
the area as a national park, 
of which only $20,000 can be 
used for the acquisition of 
land. The Wilson’s Creek com- 
mittee estimates that the area 
to be acquired totals 1030 
acres, which will cost an esti- 
mated $200,000. 


When the Pea Ridge battlefield 
was made a national monument, 
the Arkansas Legislature appro- 
priated money to buy the land. 
It is hoped, said Hulston, that 
the Missouri Legislature will do 
the same. 

Missouri, Hulston points out, 
owes a great deal to the battle 
of Wilson’s Creek. General 
Lyon was the man who, when 
stationed at Jefferson Barracks 
from February until June 1861, 
commanded the forces which 
captured Camp Jackson in St. 
Louis and took over the Govern- 
ment arsenal. He then went up 
the Missouri with two boatloads 
of soldiers and took Jefferson 
City and the state government. 
Gov. Claiborne Jackson had fled 
up Boonville, so Lyon went on up 
the river and took Boonville. 
Jackson fled to southwest Mis- 
souri. 

General Lyon continued on to 
Springfield, where he learned 
that Confederate Generals Mc- 
Culloch and Sterling Price 
were crossing the line from Ar- 
kansas into Missouri with 7000 
armed troops and some 3000 Mis- 
sourians, some of whom had 
arms and uniforms, but not 
many. 


Lyon had about 5000 men. He 
knew that if he started a retreat 
the Confederates, who finally 
camped only 11 miles out of 
Springfield at a small creek, 
would most likely take Spring- 
field, march farther into the 
state and probably restore the 
state government which Lyon 
had chased into southwest Mis- 
souri. 

The Confederates had twice as 
many men. They had 15 heavy 
guns and Lyon had 16, He de- 
cided to fight. Furthermore, he 
decided to be the aggressor. 

No one is alive today who re- 
members that day. One of the 
last was Mrs. Ollie Bruton, who 
died a few years ago. She was 
Ollie Ray, daughter of the farm- 
er who lived in the Ray home 
where the body of General Lyon 
was taken. She was & years Gic, 
and she was standing at. the 
gate when a man galloped Sy 
on a mule and yelled, “‘Git back 
in yore homes! Thar’s goin” to 
be a hell of a battle here in a 
few minutes!” 

There was. 

Almost immediately the first 
cannon was fired, by the Union 
troops, and for the next five 
hours the hills shook with what 
turned out to be one of the 
bloodiest battles of the Civil 
War. 

The Confederates won the bat. 
tle but, staggering under ‘the 
heavy losses received in the 
fighting, failed to follow the re- 
treating Union army. By this 
failure, historians agree, the 
South lost Missouri to the Union,

Missouri’s Bloodiest Battle 


Wilson’s Creek Will Become Civil War Memorial Under Bill Approved by Congress

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 7. 


ON PRESIDENT EISENHOW- 
ER’S DESK, awaiting his signa- 
ture, is a bill passed recently 
by Congress to make Wilson’s 
Creek Battlefield a national park. 

Thus will end, 99 years after 
the battle itself, what might be 
called the Second Battle of Wil- 
son’s Creek. For almost three 
quarters of a century, small but 
determined groups have been 
campaigning to achieve for the 
battle the recognition it deserves 
and to have the battlefield pre- 
served as a national memorial. 

Except to historians, scholars 
and Civil War buffs, the name 
Wilson’s Creek usually doesn’t 
mean much. Not beside such 
names as Bull Run, Shiloh, An- 
tietam and Gettysburg. 

But to students of the war, 
the Battle of Wilson’s Creek was 
significant for many reasons, not 
the least of which is that it is 
credited with having saved Mis- 
souri for the Union. The second 
major battle of the war, coming 
after first Bull Run, it was a 
proving ground for 17 West 
Pointers. Most of them had never 
been under fire and in the next 
44 months of bitter war they 
were to profit by the lessons 
learned at Wilson’s Creek. 


It was one of the hardest 
fought and bloodiest battles of 
the war. In more than five 
hours of bitter fighting, much 
of it at close range, 2330 men 
were left dead or wounded at 
Wilson’s Créek. Some Civil 
War historians date the decline 
of the Confederacy from that 
battle. 


The site of the battle, roughly 
1000 acres, lies 11 miles south- 
west of Springfield, county seat 
of Greene county. Springfield, 
now a city of more than 100,000, 
was a village of fewer than 2000 
population when the battle was 
fought. 

The hills and valleys of Wil- 
son’s Creek remain unchanged 
from that distant day. You can 
stand on the Old Wire Road at 
the southern boundary, the same 
dirt and rock road over which 
the Confederates marched up 
from the south through Arkan- 
sas, and see before you a thou- 
sand acres of rolling country- 
side on which the battle was 
fought. 


On a pleasant spring day, the 
scene is peaceful, quiet and re- 
mote. It seems hard to believe 
that this was ever the scene of 
a battle so intense that the 
armies were obscured by the 
smoke of cannons which fired 
into opposing forces fewer than 
100 yards away, and that after 
the battle this ground was so 
covered with dead and wounded 
that, as one eye-witness wrote, 
“one could have stepped from 
one man to another.”’ 

Still meandering through the 
valley is the small stream called 
Wilson’s Creek. And _ looking 
northward, down the slope a 
couple of hundred yards is 
Skegg’s Branch, which runs into 
Wilson’s Creek. That was where 
the Rebels massed their forces 
on the morning of the battle on 
Aug. 10, 1861 — a nondescript 
force which included some 3000 
Missourians, most of whom had 
neither uniforms nor guns. They 
were ardent secessionists who 
had gone there to join forces 
with the Army of the Confed- 
eracy. 

In the distance, crowned by a 
growth of oak trees which look 
as if they could be the same 
trees from behind which the 
opposing forces loaded their 
guns with minie balls and fired 
at one another, is Bloody Hill, 
highest spot in the area. 

It was there that Union Gen-

eral Nathaniel Lyon, already 
twice wounded, was trying to 
lead another charge when he 
was shot from his horse. 

A half mile away is Ray’s 
farmhouse, a mellowed and 
weatherbeaten frame structure, 
the only pre-Civil War building 
still standing in the area. It 
was to Ray’s farmhouse that 
the body of General Lyon was 
carried. 

Prickly pear still blooms on 
top of Bloody Hill and scrub 
oak still grows on the rocky 
slopes, as it did when the battle, 
in the first reports sent back 
by officers of both sides, was 
referred to as the Battle of Oak 
Hill. 

At the summit of Bloody Hill 
there is now a granite marker, 
showing where General Lyon 
fell, placed there a few years 
ago by the University Club of 
Springfield. Close by, on a flat 
outcropping of smooth granite, 
there is another memorial. Some 
unknown soldier, waiting per- 
haps in the pre-dawn for the 
fighting to begin, scratched deep 
into the granite the date, 
“1861, 8. 10.” and the name 
of his regiment. 


There used to be another 
monument of sorts to mark the 
spot where General Lyon died, 
put there by the men who had 
fought at the Battle of Wil- 
son’s Creek. For many years, 
survivors of the battle, from 
both the North and South, held 
annual reunions on the hill. 
It was their custom, when each 
reunion broke up, for each 
man to bring a stone and put 
it in a pile which marked the 
spot where Lyon, struck by a 
ball in the chest, fell from his 
horse into the arms of his 
orderly and gasped, “Lehman, 
I am killed.” 

During the years the pile of 
stones grew until, according to 
old-timers, it was more than 12 
feet high. But the years passed 
and the veterans died and the 
day came when there was 
none to come to the reunions. 
Then the tourists and sight- 
seers started coming. Many of 
them were descendants of the 
men who had fought or died 
at Wilson’s Creek. They started 
carrying the stones away as 
souvenirs and mementoes. In 
the course of time the pile 
disappeared. 


It was veterans of the battle, 
men from both sides, who first 
tried to start a movement to 
get the Government to recog- 
nize in some way the battle. 
That was 75 years ago, and 
perhaps it was the mood of 
people in those days to want to 
forget the war. The first bill 
was introduced in Congress in 
1890 but it died. 

After the Battle of Wilson’s 
Creek, which raged from 6 a.m. 
until almost noon, farmers of 
the region gathered to help bury 
the dead. Some years later, 
when a national cemetery was 
established in Springfield, the 
bodies were moved there. Men 
in blue were in one part, men 
in gray in another, with a low 
wall dividing them. In recent 
years the wall has almost crum- 
bled and it is significant that 
nothing has been done to re- 
build it. 

After the turn of the century 
the veterans’ organizations, the 
Grand Army of the Republic

and the United Confederate Yet- 
erans, joined forces and got a 
bill introduced but it never 
reached the floor of the House. 

After World War I, the same 
bill was introduced by virtually 
every Congressman from the 
area, with the same results. Ex- 
cept in Sowhwest Missouri no 
one seemed convinced that the 
Battle of Wilson’s Creek was 


- 


very important. Even in Mis- 
souri, people who tried to get 
something done found a great 
deal of public apathy. 

A man largely responsible, in 
an indirect way, for winning rec- 
ognition for Wilson’s Creek was 
Dr. L. E. Meador, for many 
years a professor at Drury Col- 
lege here in Springfield. Dr. 


Meador, now retired, taught eco-

nomics, but students over many 
years always learned that a 
good way to get away from dull 
economics into something more 
interesting in his classes was 
to bring up the Civil War. 

Dr. Meador is a recognized 
authority on the subject, and on 
the Battle of Wilson’s Creek in 
particular. 

Two students who caught his 
enthusiasm were John K. Huls- 
ton, now a prominent attorney in 
Springfield, and Charles Brown, 
now a Congressman from the 
district. 

Hulston took up the cause 
some 15 years ago, but for a 
long time he, too, was a victim 
of general public apathy. For 
many years historians and Civil 
War buffs have been coming 
from all over the country to 
study the battlefield, but it is 
said many people in Springfield 
can’t even tell you in which di- 
rection from town it lies. 


In 1950, Hulston organized, 
with the aid of a few other in- 
terested citizens, the Committee 
on Establishment and Mainte- 
nance of Wilson’s Creek. He got 
the Chamber of Commerce in- 
terested, as well as veterans’ or- 
ganizations, historical societies 
and civic clubs. 


One of the first things they 
did was investigate the possi- 
bility of buying parts of the bat- 
tlefield in order to make it more 
accessible to the public. Through 
the years people who wanted to 
visit the place here found it 
anything but easy. It is reached 
by a narrow blacktop road which 
eventually became a dirt road. 
If visitors succeeded in finding 
the site, they usually had to 
climb a few barbed-wire fences 
and if they wanted to tramp over 
the place they had to get per- 
mission from landowners who 
might mistake them for hunters. 

The committee succeeded in 
buying 40 acres in the heart of 
the site, which included Bloody 
Hill. They formed the Wilson’s 
Creek Battlefield Corp. and 
asked the public, including 
school children, to contribute to 
the $2000 fund they needed. 
Money came in in nickles and 
dimes. The _ corporation - still 
owns the land but it will be 
deeded to National Park Serv- 
ice when the bill becomes law. 

It took a lot of renewed ener- 
gy to get the bill on the Presi- 
dent’s desk. Action was again 
started in 1956 when supporters 
of the measure decided to have 
another try at Congress. Dewey 
Short, then Representative from 
the district, introduced a bill 
in the House. Senator Thomas 
C. Hennings introduced a com- 
panion bill in the Senate. After 
being kicked around for a year, 
the measure was tabled. 

In 1957 it was reintroduced by 
Hennings in the Senate, and by 
Charles Brown, newly-elected 
Representative, in the House. 
Conrad Wirth, director of the 
National Park Service, was in- 
duced to tour the battlefield. 
When hearings on the bill were 
held, the National Park Service 
reported that the battle was a 
secondary engagement, that it 
lacked national significance to 
warrant its establishment as a 
national park, and that anyway 
the Civil War in the west had 
been adequately memoralized by 
Pea Ridge, the site of a battle 
100 miles or so to the south, over 
the Arkansas line, which had 


been made a national memorial 
in 1956. 

This was a blow, but the com- 
mittee was undaunted. In 1959 
Hennings and Brown reintro- 
duced the bills. This time a 
committee of five Congressmen, 
headed by Ed Edmondson of 
Oklahoma, came to have a look 
at Wilson’s Creek. The local 
committee was ready for them. 
They did everything except re- 
enact the battle. After a tour of 
the battlefield, the Congressmen 
listened to 10 papers prepared 
by local authorities on Wilson’s 
Creek. These papers covered ev- 
ery aspect of the battle and its 
importance, as well as its suit- 
ability as a national park. 


The committee went back to 
Washington and made a unani- 
mously favorable report. The 
House of Representatives passed 
the bill unanimously last Feb. 
2 and the Senate followed suit 
April 14, 


This time there was no dis- 
sent from the National Park 
Service, The bill provides 
$120,000 for development of 
the area as a national park, 
of which only $20,000 can be 
used for the acquisition of 
land. The Wilson’s Creek com- 
mittee estimates that the area 
to be acquired totals 1080 
acres, which will cost an esti- 
mated $200,000. 


When the Pea Ridge battlefield 
was made a national monument, 
the Arkansas Legislature appro- 
priated money to buy the land. 
It is hoped, said Hulston, that 
the Missouri Legislature will do 
the same. 

Missouri, Hulston points out, 
owes a great deal to the battle 
of Wilson’s Creek. General 
Lyon was the man who, when 
stationed at Jefferson Barracks 
from February until June 1861, 
commanded the forces which 
captured Camp Jackson in St. 
Louis and took over the Govern- 
ment arsenal. He then went up 
the Missouri with two boatloads 
of soldiers and took Jefferson 
City and the state government. 
Gov. Claiborne Jackson had fled 
up Boonville, so Lyon went on up 
the river and took Boonville. 
Jackson fled to southwest Mis- 
souri. 

General Lyon continued on to 
Springfield, where he learned 
that Confederate Generals Mc- 
Culloch and Sterling Price 
were crossing the line from Ar- 
kansas into Missouri with 7000 
armed troops and some 3000 Mis- 
sourians, some of whom had 
arms and uniforms, but not 
many. 


Lyon had about 5000 men. He 
knew that if he started a retreat 
the Confederates, who finally 
camped only 11 miles out of 
Springfield at a small creek, 
would most likely take Spring- 
field, march farther into the 
state and probably restore the 
state government which Lyon 
had chased into southwest Mis- 
souri. 

The Confederates had twice as 
many men. They had 15 heavy 
guns and Lyon had 16. He de- 
cided to fight. Furthermore, he 
decided to be the aggressor. 

No one is alive today who re- 
members that day. One of the 
last was Mrs. Ollie Bruton, who 
died a few years ago. She was 
Ollie Ray, daughter of the farm- 
er who lived in the Ray home 
where the body of General Lyon 
was taken. She was § years Gic, 
and she was standing at. the 
gate when a man. galloped Sy 
on a mule and yelled, “‘Git back 
in yore homes! Thar’s goin” to 
be a hell of a battle here in a 
few minutes!” —

Almost immediately the first 
cannon was fired, by the Union 
troops, and for the next 
hours the hills shook with what 
turned out to be one of the 
bloodiest battles of the Civil 
War. 

The Confederates won the bat- 
tle but, staggering under the 
heavy losses received in the 
fighting, failed to follow the re- 
treating Union army. By this 
failure, historiafis agree, the 
South lost Missouri to the Union.

In Battle of Census 


LAST WEEK] did a Government’s-eye-view of the local 
battle of the census, A wrought-up number of the troops in 
the field, enumerators and crew leaders, called to say they 
must have been in a different war. When they spoke of the 
: Census Bureau they 
sounded like Field Marshal 
Montgomery reviewing an- 
other general’s strategy. 
They snorted. All the call- 
ers were women and they 
snorted lady-like, but 
loudly. 

I got a half-dozen ver- 
sions of census-taking on 
the enumerator’s or crew 
leader’s level and every 
story had the same un- 
happy ending. Every 
woman said she should 
have stayed home with 
the children and the cook- 
ing and the busted laundro- 
mat if all she wanted was 
an underpaid job. 

The impressive thing 

sap was that every woman ex- 
pressed herself well, expressed herself reasonably, and ex- 
pressed herself at length. A hal-dozen husbands are beholden 
to my ears for taking some of the load off their ears, but 
don’t send money, men. Cotton will do just fine. 

Housewives must have fallen hard for the come-on of 
being a worker in the census. The come-on was cash. None 
of the callers betrayed symptoms of greed, all they expected 
was enough to make the budget breathe easier for a month. 
The common complaint stemmed from this: They worked 
harder than they expected and earned less than they expected. 
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Spokesmen for the Census Bureau have stated 
their case on this point of time worked and money 
paid. The Census Bureau figured an eight-hour, six- 
day week for the worker, at the rate of $1.60 an hour. 
That was a raise in hourly pay from the 1950 census. 
Well, so much for government theory. The way I 
figure it, when a corps of housewives unites in unhap- 
piness with a theory’s result it is every coward for 
himself and the Census Bureau is on its own from now 
on. I’m taking care of Coward Number One and nego- 
tiating peace on separate terms, just setting down 
what the callers dictated. 


>» SOME OF THE WOMEN were fired because the 
bureau was dissatisfied with their work. Some of the women 
were praised by the bureau. Fired or praised, the cam- 
paign stories all got around to the horrors of less money, 
more work and too-short training. 

‘“‘The job we did,’”’ an enumerator said, ‘‘wasn’t the job 
the Census Bureau conned us into by its propaganda and 
publicity. ‘Earn a little pin money,’ they said. I had a 
slightly larger area, of ‘dwelling units’ as they call it. I had 
456, to be exact. I finished in 16 days, putting in approxi- 

tely 150 hours, and I earned about $150. 


*T finished in 16 days because I work fast and be- 
cause I was lucky, I was working an area of single- 
family homes in a subdivision where you'll find mother 
at home during the day but I still had to make call- 
backs, I had to work another three hours a night on 
the books when I got home, and I didn’t play it cricket 
on all the counting. Everybody cheated one way or 
another, You had to.’’ 


>» AFTER ALL THE TRAINING, you cheated, 
Ma’am? 

‘‘Training,”’ she said. ‘‘Three hours a day, for three days. 
Look, this job was geared to housewives as I get it, but let’s 
face it. I didn’t expect to work 13 hours a day and keep house 
and, as for the training, by the third day I was absolutely 
confused. They gave us too much and too fast. By the third 
day I wasn’t even going to try to absorb anything. I’m too 
far removed from college. Ten or 15 years ago I might have 
been able to cram, but not now.” 

The woman said the Census Bureau was pleased with her 
work and asked her to carry on, with extra duty. She said 
she called her husband. She listened, learned a few words, 
said ‘‘Yes, dear,’’ and called the bureau and said what she’d 
planned to say all along. No. 

A woman crew leader said she had been “relieved,” 
giving the word a sardonic inflection that meant “‘fired,”’ after 
slightly more than two weeks in a difficult area. 

“It was an assembly of ant hills,”’ she said. ‘“‘It was 
April 12 before I found a man—you couldn’t send a woman— 
to work one section of my area. Police escort? Sure, we 
could get a police escort. And when the people see the police 
car they scatter like rabbits and you'll never find them again.” 

A woman called and said, ‘“‘You goofed, didn’t you? I 
mean, saying we were expected to work an eight-hour, three- 
day week? It was six days. Yes; well, don’t feel badly, I 
goofed worse, I worked a 16-hour day, seven-day week.”’ 

A woman said, “I'd do it all again, knowing what I do 
now. I'd do it on roller skates, wearing a beanie with one 
of those propellers on it. And I'd let people know I was the 
census taker by going like this...’ She gave the loud, clear 
call of the village idiot.

“H-BOMBS and automation 
may force me to return to my 
first love—well, my first career, 
the law.’’ So said Robert May- 
nard Hutchins, more or less on 
the fly, in St. Louis recently. 


There probably are not very 
many people who ever thought 
of Hutchins as a lawyer. They 
heard of him as the ‘“‘boy presi- 
dent” of the University of Chi- 
cago back in 1929. And they 
kept on hearing of him in that 
job until 1951 when he finally 
gave it up after having set what 
probably will stand a long time 
as the record for holding the No. 
1 job in a major university. 
After all, universities change 
presidents almost as often as 
they change football coaches. 


People heard even more about 
him—and in pretty indignant 
language—when he abolished 
football on the Midway where 
Amos Alonzo Stagg’s Maroons 
had been one of the powers of 
the Big Ten from its very in- 
ception. This was relatively easy 
for Hutchins because when Stagg 
retired he was replaced by one 
of the top coaches in the busi- 
ness who, in spite of one last 
All-America player, began to 
lose a lot of games. So before 
they complained too much, the 
alumni had to ask themselves 
whether it hurt their pride more 
not to have a team or to have a 
team which lost to former door- 
mats like Purdue. Of course, the 
disappearance of a major foot- 
ball team, good or bad, was a 
dead loss to the sports writers. 
They got mad at Hutchins and 
they stayed mad at him. Sports 
writers know that kind of re- 
form can be hard on a man’s 
bread and butter. 

The lack of recommendations 
from football writers, however, 
did not keep Hutchins from be- 
coming one of the first three 
directors of the Ford Founda- 
tion. People heard a lot about 
that, too, because the Ford 
family had decided to give a big 
chunk of stock to the founda- 
tion, and Hutchins was picked as 
one of the men to give away the 
proceeds which ran well up into 
nine figures. Much as he may 
have been in demand as a 
lecturer and author—as well as 
a counselor to harried and less 
experienced college presidents— 
he now became really popular. 
Or maybe he just got so many 
more letters because so many 
people wanted some of that 
money. 

Yet he was almost as stubborn 
about money as he was about 
football. Instead of merely lis- 
tening to people tell him how 
important they were, he asked 
them what they intended to do 
with the money he might give 
them. And he didn’t go for 
such tried and true answers as 
‘“‘extend the field of knowledge.” 
He would say: 


‘“‘No, I mean what are you go- 
ing to do with this money next 
Wednesday at noon?” 

Often that was a tough ques- 
tion to answer. 


Then in 1954 Hutchins be- 
came president of the Fund 
for the Republic, a foundation 
set up with Ford money to see 
that more was done about the 
Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution than just 
to have them mentioned in 
schools. This immediately 
seemed suspect to the Mc- 
Carthyites. But Hutchins had 
some experience with that 
type. He went through two 
“investigations” of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and he 
even persuaded the instigator 
of one of them to become a 
generous supporter of the uni- 
versity. So the McCarthyites 
passed away, and Hutchins 
still is running the Fund for 
the Republic. | 


Between administrative chores 
he became widely known as one 
of the advocates of the ‘‘great 
books.’’ He always felt that, like 
the Constitution, they deserved 
reading, instead of mere men- 
tion. So he got a movement 
going which brought together 
thousands and thousands of-peo- 
ple in small groups to read, say,

So Says Robert Maynard Hutchins, Gadfly Among 
American Intellectuals, on Visit to St. Louis 


Plato’s “Republic,” and to talk 
about it and its current perti- 
nence. 

That is still going on, and it 
is at least a reasonable bet that 
it has saved the nation from 
more silly decisions than would 
have been made otherwise. At 
least, it has given many indi- 
viduals some solid satisfaction. 
Good books can be more excit- 
ing than whodunits or double- 
breasted paperbacks. 

Meanwhile Hutchins wrote a 
dozen or so books. Even he can- 
not tell you how many magazine 
pieces he has written. And he is 
still writing and lecturing. In 
fact, he was most recently in St. 
Louis to deliver the first of the 
McDonnell Foundation lectures 
at Washington University. 

It was while he was shaving 
at the Chase before going out 
to supper at the home of Chan- 
cellor Shepley, preliminary to 
the lecture, that he brought up 
the possibility of a return to his 
first love. And this calls for 
the explanation that he was 
named Secretary of the Yale law 
school back in 1923 while he 
still was one of its students. 
When he graduated in 1925, he 
was made a lecturer; and two 
years later he was appointed 
the dean of the school. So he 
is a lawyer, all right. 


Of course, when Hutchins 
talked about a return to the law,

Just about all of his life, 
he has been saying that Amer- 
ica’s prime need is intelligence. 
Now the need has become 
more urgent because nuclear 
weapons threaten us with ex- 
tinction and automation threat- 
ens us with the next worse 
thing, unemployment, or at 
best, with more leisure than 
we can manage. 


Hutchins shares some of the 
responsibility for the opening of 
the Nuclear Age. Its key secret 
was discovered under one of the 
grandstands on which students 
once upon a time assembled to 
sing ‘‘On, Chicago!’ while Mr. 
Stagg’s bone-crushers rolled up 
Northwestern or held Red 
Grange to an ignominious tie. 
The scientists could work con- 
siderably more havoc. 

That is why Hutchins helped 
to establish the Institute of Nu- 
clear Studies—with its very spe- 
cial hospital—at the university

so that the new energy might 
be guided into peaceful and use- 
ful channels. And that is why he 
came around to the notion of 
world government—and support- 
ed the drafting of a world con- 
stitution which might prevent 
the dropping of any more of the 
big bombs. 

But no world constitution has 
been adopted as yet, and old- 
fashioned laws are not adequate 
for the control of a new-fash- 
ioned world. Hutchins, of course, 
is entirely in favor of such old, 
Eighteenth century legal con- 
cepts as those embraced in the 
Declaration of Independence and 
in the Bill of Rights. That is 
why he fathered the Fund for 
the Republic and the newer Cen- 
ter for the Study of Democratic 
Institutions in Santa Barbara, 
Calif. But he has become con- 
vinced that Eighteenth century 
jurisprudence must be supple- 
mented with Twentieth century 
jurisprudence if Twentieth cen- 
tury problems are to be met. 


He is no pessimist. He is sure 
that this can be done just as he 
is sure, while being among the 
first to decry the shortcomings 
of American education, that the 
problems of our schools and 
colleges can be solved. In both 
fields, he believes, the problems 
are apparent enough, and they 
will yield to the application of 
intelligence. And in the case of

the bombs, that means a lot 
more than trying to protect 
secrets which are not secrets 
at all. This should be fairly ob- 
vious now that the Russians, the 
British and the French have 
demonstrated that they know 
how to set off nuclear ex- 
plosions. 

Nor does Hutchins see the an- 
swer in pacifism, idealistic as 
that may be. He is sure there 
can be a just war. He showed 
that when, too young for the 
Army, he got into the ambulance 
service in 1917 a la Hemingway, 
and the next year managed to 
enlist in the Italian Army which 
pinned a Croce de Guerra on his 
tunic. Salvation, he believes, lies 
not in converting the world to 
Ghandism, but in making it use 
its brains. 

But how is intelligence to be 
brought into play? Why, by the 
same method which has been 
used at least since the days of 
the Greeks, the Socratic method, 
the method on which our West- 
ern civilization is based, This 
means simply that no _ idea 
should remain unexamined, and 
that no proposition should go 
undebated. The purpose of the 
debate should not be to score 
points, but to discover knowl- 
edge by the interplay of minds. 
‘Free inquiry” is the often-used 
term. This is the exact opposite 
of accepting the notion that

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“Papa knows best.” It is the 
antithesis of dictatorship. It is 
the spirit which not merely asks 
how something may be done, but 
which wants to know, first of all, 
whether it should be done, and 
what its consequences might be. 

The great books are the 
epitome of this spirit. They con- 
tain much of the accumulated 
wisdom of the race, wisdom 
which often points a safe path 
through dangerous territory. But 
the method is more important 
than the contents of the books. 
A decent acquaintance with 
these books until recently was 
central in a liberal education. 
They inculcated the method. 

Hutchins disagrees with those 
who insist that because the times 
have changed, this kind of edu- 
cation should change. So he de- 
fends John Dewey against those 
who invoke Dewey’s authority 
for saying that the primary 
purpose of education is to adjust 
the young to their environment, 
and perhaps to teach them to 
make a living. One had better 
examine the environment first; 
it may have to be adjusted to 
the decent purposes of decent 
men, 


In view of the millions and 
millions of dollars Hutchins 
had to raise every year for 
22 years for his university, it 
is obvious that he is not un- 
aware of money or the need of 
it. And as the head of a school 
famous for its scientists, its 
doctors, its teachers, its tech- 
nicians, its lawyers and busi- 
nessmen graduates, it would 
be foolish to say that Hutchins 
is against professional train- 
ing. He is a lawyer, isn’t he? 
His point is the very simple 
one—that education — intelli- 
gence, if you will—must be 
broader than professional com- 
petence, Only if it is broad 
enough will it be equal to the 
world’s problems. 


This notion may go down a 
little hard with those who have 
come to judge universities by 
the number of their students, 
the amount of their endowment, 
or the scores of the football 
team, It goes against the grain 
of those willing to offer courses 
in beauty culture, cake baking, 
hotel clerking, horseback riding 
or fly fishing just so everybody 
can acquire a degree painlessly 
—and meaninglessly, 

It may be that the American 
public is getting tired of footing 
the mounting bill for stadiums 
with classrooms attached. With 
admission to our colleges and 
universities perforce becoming 
more and more limited, it may 
be that they will be open only 
to those interested in an educa- 
tion, essentially the Hutchins 
kind of education which puts 
first things first, the kind which 
asks Why? even before it asks 
How? Citizens so trained will 
not stop using mechanical brains 
and photoelectric cells, but they 
will be more likely to use them 
to good purpose. They will be 
more likely to write the new 
laws needed for a new day. 

There are those who are all 
but resigned to ‘‘a massive de- 
basement of man,” and who feel 
that Hutchins, “to get the kind 
of education he wants, must 
alter the foundations of our 
social order; but in order to 
alter those foundations, he must 
have the kind of education he 
wants.’’ Hutchins—still as ersct 
as he was at Yale, if more 
gray—does not yet feel so 
meanly trapped. Short and 
sharp as he may sometimes be 
with the silly, he has not given 
up on human beings. Intelligence 
still can save the day. 

That is why he told his Wash- 
ington University audience— 
mostly students—that the great- 
est opportunity in history awaits 
them, If our ideas are inade- 
quate to our world, we must re- 
examine the ideas and formulate 
new ones. The gadgets need not 
win. 

“In the United States we have 
the resources, we shall have the 
time, and we should be able to 
muster the intelligence to build 
a civilization as brilliant as the 
Greeks’, and far more lasting.”’ 

Man’s fate still is in man’s 
hands. 

For a gadfly, Hutchins can be 
comforting.

THE UNACCUSTOMED 
GLARE of the national spotlight 
on the hills and hollows of little 
West Virginia has caught a para- 
dox in its beam. 


For years, West Virginians be- 
lieved, most other Americans 
were not really sure such a place 
existed. It showed on the map, 
true enough, but who had ever 
been there? 


Residents of the oddly shaped 
state had gotten used to being 
thought of as shoeless, bearded, 
ragged hillbillies swilling moon- 
shine out of a jug as they lay in 
shiftless disarray beside a 
crumbling log cabin. They had 
learned to live with such ques- 
tions as, ‘‘Just what part of Vir- 
ginia do you come from?” They 
had learned to laugh at refer- 
ences to their need for one long 
leg and one short leg to help 
them climb the mountains. 


Privately, West Virginians 
harbored a wild dream. Some 
day, they dared to dream, the 
world would hear of West Vir- 
ginia. | 

Thanks to the lofty ambitions 
of John F. Kennedy and Hubert 
Humphrey, that dream has 
come true. And now that the 
world at large has taken cog- 
nizance of West Virginia, some 
residents are beginning to think 
they may have been better off 
in blessed anonymity. 


They failed to reckon with the 
intensity of the campaign. They 
had not foreseen the effects on 
outsiders of suddenly coming 
face to face with deprivation 
and want. 


As the campaign wore on, 
West Virginians heard them- 
selves branded as bigots. They 
swallowed hard when pollsters 
reported that most of them were 
planning to vote against ‘‘that 
Catholic fellow” and not particu- 
larly for anybody. The respected 
James Reston of the New York 
Times added to their pain a ref- 
erence to ‘‘the foot-washing Bap- 
tists and snake handlers of West 
Virginia.” 

The religious question, it 
turned out, became secondary as 
more and more visiting report- 
ers followed the candidates into 
the gray world of the West Vir- 
ginia coal fields, once the state’s 
pride and glory but now reduced 
to a slate-colored desert. 


“People living here are used 
to it and they don’t pay much 
attention,” a West Virginia 
newspaper man said. “But 
those who come in from the 
outside are shocked and hor- 
rified. They are not used to 
seeing people quietly sitting at 
home and starving.” 


Indeed, that is what the out- 
siders observed in the once 
bustling mining camps. As oil 
and natural gas replaced coal 
as prime fuels, mine after 
mine closed. But still the men 
sit idle, waiting, hoping that 
the shafts will reopen. Calico- 
clad children wail hungrily. 
Perhaps one-sixth of the 
state’s 1,950,000 residents are 
on relief, 


The mine fields have not been 
helped by the increasing reliance 
on automation. Although the 
state is producing more coal to- 
day than 20 years ago, far fewer 
miners are required for the job. 

What has worried West Vir- 
ginians is the evidence that the 
shocked outsiders are ignoring 
the other five-sixths of the popu- 
lation in their haste to tell the 
world what they have seen. 


NBC news commentator David 
Brinkley reported on life in a 
dead mining camp and brought 
down the wrath of Gov. Cecil 
H. Underwood, ‘Flagrant dis- 
tortion,’’ Underwood cried. He 
demanded that NBC get Brinkley 
out of West Virginia. 

The Governor’s reaction was 
understandable, considering the 
temper of the Mountain State. 
Living so long in virtual isola- 
tion, unrecognized by most 
Americans beyond their im- 
mediate neighbors, West Vir- 
ginians developed over the gen- 
erations a statewide inferiority 
complex. 

They could point to few out- 
standing sons and daughters 
whose deeds for their country 
had brought honor to West Vir- 
ginia. Its political leaders never 
have risen to the heights. The 
closest the state came to spawn- 
ing a President was John W. 
Davis, defeated by Calvin 
Coolidge in the 1924 presidential 
contest. | 

The state has produced no 
great statesman, no great edu- 
cator, not even a great enter- 
tainer. Its people know only too 
well that their history is steeped 
in mediocrity. 

A series of blows in recent 
years further damaged the 
state’s prestige and increased 
the self-consciousness of the citi-

zens, Coal fell by the wayside. 
The Census Bureau announced 
that West Virginia was one of 
only states in the country to lose 
population since 1950. A national 
magazine ran articles poking fun 
at the state’s best road, the 
88-mile West Virginia Turnpike, 
calling it ‘“‘The Turnpike to No- 
where,” then followed up with 
a story depicting the state’s eco- 
nomic despair. 


The carping of new critics who 
arrived with the Kennedy-Hum- 
phrey campaign scraped over 
raw wounds. Small wonder that 
Gov. Underwood was moved to 
cry out in indignation against the 
Brinkley report. 

But not all West Virginians 
support Underwood's protest. Not 
all cried “foul” and rushed to 
defend the maiden’s good name. 


One school of thought took the 
position that the more said about 
the state’s problems, the better 
off West Virginia would be. 

This group argued that West 
Virginians had known the ugly 
situation for years without being 
able to do much to correct it. 
Perhaps national attention—even 


of mine at Kayford, W. Va. Many other mines are idle. 
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though gained at the risk of loss 
of self-respect—eventually would 
work to the state’s advantage. 
And there is also the hope 
that outsiders, -whose eyes are 
blind at the moment to every- 
thing but the plight of the unem- 


ployed, will get around to ob- 
serving in their travels the good 
things of life that West Virginia 
and West Virginians have to of- 
fer. 


They might take notice, for 
instance, of the state’s natural 
beauty. West Virginia has been 
called “little Switzerland’’ for 
its scenie loveliness. Hunters 
who have tracked the forests 
in search of deer and quail, 
fishermen who have lured 
bass and trout from mountain 
streams, campers who have 
nestled in the soft shadows of 
the rolling hills, have come 
to revere the perfection that 
nature has wrought in West 
Virginia. 


Perhaps the visitor will come 
to be impressed by the vigor 
and purpose of Charleston, the 
capital city. Should he arrive 
by plane, he might marvel at 
the engineering feat that per- 
mitted a mountain to be lopped 
from its base to make way for 
one of - country’s most pic- 
turesque airfields, 

Charleston, prospering as the

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hub of the Kanawha River Val- 
ley, is the world’s fastest grow- 
ing chemical manufacturing cen- 
ter. Such giants as Union Car- 
bide, Monsanto and duPont are 
pouring millions of dollars into 
the state.

radio-telephone to scan the skies 
for signs of life. 

The Twentieth century has not 
brushed by without taking notice 
of West Virginia. A huge Kaiser 
Aluminum plant recently built 
has changed the town of Ravens- 
wood from a sleepy Ohio river 
community that had not grown 
in 100 years to an expanding 
city aiming at a population of 
15,000. A Goodyear Rubber plant 
is under construction at Apple 
Grove, and the chemical indus- 
try is now expanding into the 
Big Sandy River valley where 
Kentucky and Ohio converge on 
West Virginia. Wheeling and 
Weirton are thriving steel-pro- 
ducing centers. 

West Virginians are prone to 
josh one another about their 
shortcomings and their hillbilly 
heritage. Although self-conscious 
about it when strangers are 
around, they flaunt the moun- 
taineer symbol in their state 
motto, ‘‘Mountaineers are al- 
ways free,’’ and in the nick- 
name given the state university 
athletic teams, the Mountaineers. 

Occasional campaigns to get 
rid of the symbol never get very 
far. There were dire predic- 
tions about the fate in store for 
a weekly newspaper founded a 
few years ago with the title, The 
Hillbilly. But the name stuck, 
and the newspaper is still in 
business. 

But the state’s stanchest asset 
is the citizen, the mountaineer 
who is not really a mountaineer. 
He is a direct sort of fellow, 
naive to the ways. of the big-city 
dweller but open and likable. 

Only West Virginia could have 
produced the high school youth 
from a town called Richwood 
who, meeting the state’s highest 
dignitaries in a reception for 
student band members, was 
asked his impression. 

“Well, I was mighty thrilled,” 
the youth replied. “I never ex- 
pected I’d get to shake hands 
with the Governor. I saw this 
line, and I got in it because 
I figured that’s where the food 
was.” 

Visitors who observe West Vir- 
ginans will learn that they go 
to church and believe in God 
and the devil to such a degree 
that many of them are suckers 
for a fast talker who promises 
them relief from hellfire (pro- 
vided they are able to offer a 
good-sized contribution). 


They like their politics with 
flavor to it, and they are trust- 
ing enough to believe most of 
a candidate’s promises, if he 
is a Democrat. He has to do 
a lot more than talk if he’s 
a Republican. Cecil Underwood 
was the first Republican to 
win the governorship in 28 
years, and the pundits say it 
will be 28 more before another 
Republican sées the inside of 
the Statehouse. 


West Virginians dawdle a lot, 
but they believe in frontal at- 
tacks, when they are in order. 
School integration was achieved 
throughout the state with little 
fanfare, despite the southern 
leanings of many of the citizens. 
West Virginia State College at 
Institute, once the state’s lead- 
ing Negro college, now has near- 
ly as many white as Negro stu- 
dents. 

Teachers in West Virginia are 
poorly paid. A lot of them live 
on pride, and many of them 
stick it out for a career. The 
school system will win no prizes. 
But a time or two, the individual 
has been known to rise above 
the system. A first-grade teacher 
in Morgantown once was chosen 
“teacher of the year” by a na- 
tional magazine, and the town 
rejoiced. Had the lady been 
elected Miss America, she could 
not have attracted more atten- 
tion in the state. 

West Virginia women are & 
little too awkward to draw the 
loud whistles, but they have an 
outdoors, healthy look that 
charms the men. 

Residents of the Mountain 
State are versatile enough to 
fit in wherever they find them- 
selves. In southern West Vir- 
ginia, they speak out with a 
southern drawl. In eastern West 
Virginia, they align themselves 
with their Maryland neighbors. 
In the slender finger of land 
that points north from West 
Virginia, they cheer for the 
Pittsburgh Pirates baseball team. 

He may be cool to strangers, 
but the West Virginian likes his 
fellow mountaineers. He is an 
expert at needling himself. 

Since the 40 westernmost 

counties of Virginia voted against 
seceding from the Union in 1861 
and formed the thirty-fifth state, 
West Virginians have carried on 
a mild feud with Virginians. As 
economic conditions deteriorated 
a few years ago, a West Vir- 
ginia newspaper columnist 
tucked his tongue in his jowls 
and suggested that the Mountain 
State solve its financial prob- 
lems by rejoining Virginia. 
A howl went up from his read- 
ers. Take away my jug, they 
moaned, but spare me from the 
brotherhood of a Virginian. 

The columnist reflected a few 
days, as West Virginians will. 
Then he wrote that he was drop- 
ping the idea. Virginia, he de- 
cided, wouldn’t take us back, 
nohow,

PARIS, May 7 


SOME TIME AGO, a restau- 
rant called La Rive Gauche, in 


Washington, D. C., lost its 
French chef. It lost him to an- 
other restaurant called the Cor- 
don Bleu, also in Washington. 
The owner of La Rive Gauche 
were so saddened by the news 
that they got a federal judge to 
restrain the chef temporarily 
from cooking at the Cordon 
Bleu. The case is now in the 
courts. In the meantime, La 
Rive Gauche was short one chef 
and asked the French to find 
one for them. 


Europe No. 1, the leading 
commercial radio station in 
France, agreed to find a chef 
for the Washington restaurant. 
They announced on a program 
that they were holding a contest. 
The winner would get his or her 
expenses to Washington, D. C., 
paid and a salary of $145 a 
week. The test of a real French 
chef is how he or she can make 
an omelette, and so it was de- 
cided to have an omelette-cook- 
ing contest. Six hundred appli- 
cants asked to compete. The ap- 
plicants were told to send in their 
name, age, profession, address, 
and a recent photo, and also to 
state how many of the known 
5000 omelettes they knew how to 
prepare. 


From the applications sent in, 
14 women were selected for the 
actual contest. There were sev- 
eral professional cooks, a few 
a..ateurs, and a couple of mod- 
els, who were apparently select- 
ed on the basis of their photos 
rather than their omelette-mak- 
ing abilities. 

We were asked to be a judge 
for the contest, which was held 
at the French Gas Co. kitchens. 
But because of high cholesterol, 
we decided to send our secre- 
tary Ursula instead. 


Ursula came in the next morn- 


ing looking rather green and.

THE LATEST FILM by that Swedish director genius, Ingmar 


Bergman, called “Brink of Life,” which is in town at the Apollo fo m 


Art, serves to remind us that little or nothing is being done to 
develop young directorial talent in the American film industry. 

Bergman catapulted to fame on the strength of a half dozen 
pictures when he was unknown outside Sweden only four years 
ago. At the same time there has been the rise of the ‘‘new wave”’ 
of young intellectual directors in France. In England, there 
was the emergence last year of two directors, Jack Clayton and 
Tony Richardson, who did, respectively, “Room at the Top” 
and “Look Back in Anger” as the first feature film for each. 

Contrast this with Hollywood. There the veteran “big’’ 
directors, like the aging male stars, seem irreplaceable and 
indestructible. Sidney Lumet, with “Twelve Angry Men,” in 
1957, and Stanley Kubrick, with “Paths of Glory,” in 1958, are 
the only young talent to crack the Hollywood inner circle in 
recent years. 

Kubrick, a former Look photographer, is 31 years old, Lumet, 
a former TV director, 35. Lumet’s last released picture was 
“The Fugitive Kind,” with Marlon Brando. Kubrick, after being 
fired by Brando off ‘‘One-Eyed Jacks,” took over the directorial 
reins for the super-spectacle, ‘“‘Spartacus,’’ which has just been 
completed after a year. 


Before that the last young fresh talent to make 
Hollywood was Delbert Mann, with “Marty,” in 1955, for 
which he won an Oscar. Mann was trained in TV and 
is now 40. He has continued to put out first-rate pictures 
with “Bachelor Party,’”? “Separate Tables” and “Middle 
of the Night,” although “Desire Under the Elms” seemed 
too heavy for his naturalistic scope. 


» THE PRODUCERS may say—‘‘So-and-so is slipping—his last 
two pictures were box-office flops,” but when the financial chips 
are down, Director So-and-So is called in. Hollywood doesn’t 
‘want to risk large money on unknown names. For the big ones, 
they usually want the big names, like William Wyler, George 
Stevens, John Huston, John Ford, Alfred Hitchcock, Fred 
Zinnemann, Joseph L. Mankiewicz, Billy Wilder, George Seaton 
or Otto Preminger. Or they'll call in noted stage directors, such 
as Joshua Logan or Elia Kazan, who alternate between Broadway 
and the films. Or enlist a famous foreign director like Sir Carol 
Reed. Or allow a star to try his hand at directing—as with Gene 
Kelly, John Wayne (who just finished ‘‘The Alamo’’), Brando (who 
recently completed shooting—very expensively—‘‘One-Eyed Jacks’’) 
or James Cagney. 

There are all sorts of dependable directors around. There 
is no shortage, certainly. So producers and bankers hesitate 
to entrust expensive pictures to young talent which might bring 
a refreshing point of view. Even the evolution of Hollywood from 
big-studio to chiefly independent production has changed that little. 
Formerly directors worked their way up, began as writers, 
actors, cameramen, cutters, or assistant directors in the big 
studios, or worked at several of the jobs. The big studios used to 
test their directorial talent on the low-budget films. 


There are some makers of low-budget serious pictures 
about, but they find it hard to rise out of that obscurity. 
“The frustrating distributor-financier philosophy was 
.*recently expressed by Max Youngstein of United Artists— 
* “We want only two classes of pictures—those costing two 
million or more, and those which can be brought in under 
$150,000. The low-budgets must have exploitation value.” 
"By “exploitation” value, he meant a gimmick, or shock, 
“horror, teen-age violence, a new science-fiction angle. 
That frame of values would proscribe the serious low- 
budget work, the artistic inexpensive picture. 


>} PERHAPS PRODUCTION of low-budget films for art houses 
Would be the answer as an outlet for young American talent. 
“Little Fugitive,’’ made on a shoestring at Coney Island in 1953 
by Ray Ashley, Morris Engel and Ruth Orkin, and a box-office 
success in art houses, would have seemed to point the way. . Yet 
the: trio has done nothing of note since. There is no successful 
formula for making good pictures without money. (The picture, 
by the way, is said by one French director to have inspired “the 
New Wave.’’) 

Certainly Jules Dassin, when he was making pictures in Holly- 
wood, had none of the success (except possibly with ‘‘The Naked 
City’’) that he did in France with the acclaimed crime picture 
*“Rififi,” and the tremendous, ‘‘He Who Must Die,’’ which were 
shown in art houses here. If “Rififi’? had been made in Hollywood 
on the same budget, it probably would have been released as a B. 

Hollywood producers have been trying to interest Bergman 
in moving there. Paramount is reported on the verge of concluding 
@ deal for two films to be made in Sweden. Up to now, he has re- 
fused. The pictures which have brought him fame have cost only 
about $200,000 each, and haven’t made much money. But he has 
absolute control and freedom of ideas. He either writes or rewrites 
his scripts, hires the actors, labors them and intimidates them with 
tyrannical authority, and does his own cutting. He works in old- 
style 1.25 to 1 ratio, in black and white, in a studio that has as its 
“sound-proofing’’ Oriental rugs hung on the walls, with a creaking 
old camera that has to be muffled with pillows. Yet he is able to 
express his own reflections, without pressure or opposition, on such 
profundities as Life and Death, Good and Evil, the meaning of life, 
his conception of God, or to indulge in sophisticated comedy or 
ribald by-play. 


Now 41, he has in 16 years produced 22 films. Some 
of the early ones were imitative of heavy Teutonic direction 
or of minor-league Lubitsch. In his successes which have 
crowded the art theater marquees in the past two years— 
“Smiles of a Summer Night,” ‘The Seventh Seal,” “Wild 
Strawberries,” “The Magician,” “Brink of Life,” and the 
latest, “The Virgin Spring,’’ described by one source as a 
“religious horror picture” (usually working with the same 
stock company of actors), he has placed an indelible stamp 
of his individual drive. His works have had their faults— 
obscure symbolism, a confusing use of flashbacks, a murki- 
ness of theme—and have been overly exalted by an adoring 
critical cult, but nonetheless have the impact of penetrating 
thought and style. 


» “THE NEW WAVE” of France is actually no co-ordinated 
movement, unless the common denominator be the upsurge of 
youth. The expression was merely a convenient journalistic label. 
It could be said that the prime purpose was a direct and unem- 
bellished look at life. That in itself isn’t new, nor is the method 
of shooting on actual locales that is usually employed. They seem 
to be determined to shock and provoke, and seem dedicated to 
using unknown faces. Several are vehement film critics who are 
out to practice what they preach.

Treatment After Stroke 


THE OTHER DAY we discussed the three types of 
strokes. Today we’ll discuss what to do after one has 
occurred, keeping in mind that if a leg or arm or other part 
of the —_ is _—- the damage causing the paralysis 

, ee is not in the arm or leg, 
but in the brain. 

Indeed, there is a 
rapidly increasing tenden- 
cy to refer to a stroke as 
a “C.V.A.,” or “cerebal 
vascular accident.” This 
means, simply a hemor- 
rhage, or a plugging, or a 
partial but severe restric- 
tion of blood flow through 
a blood vessel in the brain, 

In the case of a hemor- 

# Pe rhage, which usually comes 
m “ abruptly, it is a disturbing 
DR. MOLNER scene to watch as the 
patient collapses in a seeming stupor, or, barring that, may 
go rigid for a time, or may thrash about with convulsions. 

This initia] attack does not usually last very long, and the 
important thing is to protect the victim from further harm. 
Make certain that he cannot fall. Elevate the head slightly. 
See that he does not bite the tongue or choke on it. 


And, difficult as it may be, try to avoid panic yourself. 
Try to be calm and do these few things I’ve just mentioned. 
There is little else that anyone can do, at this stage, to stop 
the seizure. 


Care afterward, however, is another matter. It 
goes without saying, of course, that a physician should 
be summoned at once, Take pains to listen carefully 
to his instructions, 


» AFTER THE FIRST two types of strokes, the hemor- 
rhage and the thrombosis, some return of function of para- 
lyzed limbs (or other parts of the body) is possible. As a 
generality, the more rapidly this returns, the less permanent 
paralysis will remain. 

And in the third type, where there is evidence of an 
artery being narrowed but not plugged, anti-coagulant drugs 
are used to keep blood somewhat thinned, thus reducing the 
danger of a thrombosis occurring and turning the case into 
one of the second type. 


It is also possible, in some certain cases, to 
resort to surgery. This depends, of course, on the 
artery involved being large enough so it can be 
positively identified, and then providing a bypass 
around the narrowed place, or even replacing that 
section. Not all cases are suitable for this by any 
means; in some instances it may be too dangerous, 
and it is then far better to rely on drugs. 

Finally, once all has been done in the way of 
immediate treatment, what is to be done to restore 
the use of an arm, hand, leg or other muscles that 
remain paralyzed? 


>» IF CONTRACTION of idle muscles threatens deformity, 
splints may be used, Physiotherapy likewise can help combat 
contractions, and at the same time will help keep the idle 
tissues toned up. 

By all means, once the doctor gives the word, a patient 
should be encouraged to use whatever motion remains. A 
very little bit can become a very useful amount. I have seen 
bed-ridden invalids improve so they could get around by 
themselves, eat, read, and care for themselves. 

But above all, the patient should use every bit of action 
possible, even if it is no more than a faint movement of a 
finger, because muscles can be re-educated. Even slight 
movement means that some signal is getting through from 


the brain, and that slight movement can be increased!

Record Stars Show 


A company of jazz recording

from a meeting in the city, 
was struck by this thought: 
There was a period starting in 
the late 1930s and lasting until 
the early 1950s when rural and 
urban life in America seemed 
to be growing closer together, 
after years of wide separation. 
Today for several reasons and in 
a number of ways, the differ- 
ences between city and country 
life are growing again. 

One thing that closed the gap 
between urban and rural people 


in the earlier period was trans- | 


portation, which made it easy 
for both groups to visit each 
other and for the country dwel- 
ler to shop in town and know 
many of the same conveniences 
and amenities. Another was 
communication, which brought 
the world close to even the 
back-country farm via telephone, 
radio and television. 

Still another was the public 
power movement which carried 
current down every country road 
and lightened the labor load of 
both the farmer and his wife. 
As one mountain woman in her 
log cabin put it, “I like this 
electricity, ‘cause for the first 
time in 40 years I can see Henry 
after dark.’’ But I expect the 
most important thing of all] in 
closing the gap was a rising 
level of income and living stan- 
dards which occurred during 
that era on the farms of our 
nation. 

IF THE GAP is starting to 
widen again, there are probably 
as many or more reasons in- 
volved, and the result can only 
represent tragedy for the Amer- 
ican way of life. Nor is the 
tragedy all on the part of the 
country dwellers, except from 
the standpoint of income. One 
of the neasons here was brought 
out, perhaps inadvertently, at 
the meeting I was attending. 
This was the annual get-together 
of the Nature Conservancy, a 
dedicated group of scientists and 
conservationists whose primary 
aim is to set aside for pres- 
ervation, small and still-unspoil- 
ed natural areas which have 
unique botanical, geological, or 
other value. The organization. be- 
lieves that in these times of 
pressure and exploitation, such 
areas are valuable for science 
and observation by the public, 
just as are the larger areas we 
set aside as inviolate wilder- 
ness. 

All too often at such meet- 
ings as this we find we are a 
small group of people talking 
to each other of things we al- 
ready know about and believe 
in, so that the event has little 
public impact. This condition is 
not new and can be found in the 
functioning of many worthwhile 
organizations. On the present oc-

Except for the orchid—which, 
of course, is not a garden flower 


in our climate—there is no other 
flower that has the complete 
color range of the iris. But thé 
iris does not stop there. Not 
only can all colors be found but 
So many variations of colors and 
so many color combinations that 
one’s head whirls trying to think 
of all the luscious tones. 

The gardener who is only be- 
ginning with iris—and I warn 
you there is no end!—may find 
the choice so wide, so bewilder- 
ing that he cannot choose one 
or even two colors that he likes 
best. His wise course then would 
be to select some from the 
Popularity Poll, conducted each 
year by the American Iris So- 
ciety, which covers the pref- 
erences from the entire United 
States. In this list may be found 
some of the new iris as well as 
varieties grown and loved for 
many years. 


A visit to gardens of some lo- 
cal hybridizers would whet the 
appetite and arouse the enthusi- 
asm of any beginning gardener. 


There are iris varieties for 
every taste and every pocket- 
Some are gigantic and 
spectacular, but others are me- 
dium tall, and there are small 
ones. In recent years, however, 
the many iris hybridizers have 
not aimed at producing many 
of the medium - sized blooms, 
since neither the public nor the 
backyard gardener (and certain- 
ly not the connoisseur!) shows 
any appreciable interest in the 
smaller bloom.

Blind Cultivation 


Every farmer knows about 
blind cultivation and-~ dislikes 
the circumstarices that some- 
times make it necessary.

Blind cultivation is possible 
when the marks made in plant- 
ing the seed are still visible, 
and you can tell where the 
plants will appear even though | 
they have not yet sprouted. 

In your flower beds you can 
take the precaution of marking 
the ends of each row with stakes 
and planting along a string line 
between them. Then, if a com- 
bination of conditions lets the 
weeds get a start long before 
your flowers, you can replace 
the string and hoe the areas be- 
tween the rows before your 
flower seedlings appear.

Young Painters Picket New York's Museum of Modern 
Art; Older Artists Criticize the Whitney Museum

JA=—. art has come under realistic attack from two groups of 
artists in New York City. One group, of young artists, took direct 
action by picketing the Museum of Modern Art. Another group, of 
22 older artists, voiced its protest in a letter to the Whitney Museum. 
Both moves are symptomatic of a growing discontent among realistic 
and figurative painters with what they consider the museums’ pre 


occupation with abstract and non-objective art. The young artists 
were the most impetuous. In a leaflet calling for the demonstration at 
the Museum of Art, they declared that the museum has become “a club 
of the initiated elite, which, along with favored galleries, artificially 
stimulates public interest, and by so doing encourages artists to 
execute absurdities for the entertainment of this special public.”

One-third is cubist, abstract and non-objective. Barr “ 
concedes that there was “too little other than abstract” 
in the museum's four shows of new American painting 
held between 1952 and 1959.

Miss Moffo, 24-year-old coloratura soprano from Pennsyl- 
vania, made her Metropolitan debut last November as Violetta in 
“La Traviata.” Youngest singer ever to interpret the role at the 
Met, she was so enthusiastically received that she made 22 cur- 
tain calls. Miss Moffo became an opera star in Europe, particu- 
larly in Italy, before she made her American debut in 1957 with 
the Chicago Lyric Opera. 

In St. Louis Miss Moffo will repeat the role of Violetta, the 
courtesan who dies of tuberculosis after giving up her sweetheart 
at the insistence of his aristocratic father. Tucker will sing Al- 
fredo Germont, the sweetheart, and Merrill the elder Germont. 
Tenor Tucker and Baritone Merrill, also American-born singers, 
both made their Met bows in 1945. Merrill's initial appearance, 
like Miss Moffo's, was in “La Traviata.” 

The Metropolitan, now on tour, will be making its 20th St. 
Louis visit, but its first appearance in Kiel Opera House. This 
setting is considered more suitable for grand opera, in splendor 
and acoustics, than Convention Hall, where the Met has per- 
formed on its most recent St. Louis stops. The front three rows 
of Opera House seats will be removed to make room for the 
visiting company’s 90 - piece orchestra. 

The Met's one-night stand will be under the auspices of the 
St. Louis Symphony Society. Conductor Nino Verchi, another 
Metropolitan newcomer this season, will raise his baton for the 
“La Traviata” overture at 8 p.m.

T. LOUIS VOTERS will be asked on Tuesday, May 17, to approve a 

$29,535,000 bond program for urgently needed new schools, additions 
and improvements. Presented in two separate proposals last March, the 
program narrowly failed to receive the two-thirds majorities required 
for bond issues. 

In again asking approval of the bonds, this time in a single package, 
the Board of Education has declared that the requested sum is a rock- 
bottom figure—if the city is to have safe school buildings, and provide 
education facilities that meet minimum standards of decency. 

Classroom requirements were determined in an exhaustive, two-year 
study by the school system's instruction department. Only the most urgent 
needs were included. The proposals have been examined closely by the 
Governmental Research Institute, a non-partisan, fact-finding agency. 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker described the program as “a sound one.” 
Superintendent of Instruction Philip J. Hickey says that unless bonds 
are approved, permitting definite plans for construction, the school system 
will have to greatly expand its expensive and inconvenient program of 
equalizing class loads by transporting children on chartered busses from 
crowded districts to schools with more room. Some 125 makeshift class- 
rooms are currently being used in the crowded areas, and these rooms 
will have to be abandoned soon if there are no immediate prospects for 
new buildings.

retain the vitality of their city,” Hickey says. “Unless we provide our chil- 
dren with adequate school facilities in areas where they live, we are defeat- 
ing a basic purpose for which we are gathered together as a community.”

Government securities owned by the board, 


totaling $2,031,000 would be used to help retire 
the bonds, leaving $27,504,000 to be retired with 
tax money. The Governmental Research Insti- 
tute estimates the maximum tax for bond retire- 
ment in any one year would be nine cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation. The levy for debt 
retirement is set yearly by the Board of Educa- 
tion and varies with the amount of bonds and 
interest due. 

In March, the voters approved by a wide 
margin a 26-cent rise in the levy for operating 
the schools. The money will be used primarily 
to help St. Louis catch up with other systems in 
teacher salaries. The operating levy needed 
only a simple majority, not the two-thirds 
required for bond issues.

Overlooking the Missouri River is the 
two-room brick house built shortly 
after 1837 by George Caleb Bingham. 
It has been restored, but intact are its 
original floors, paneled doors and 
carved walnut mantelpiece.

This stately old house of Greek Revival architecture is one of 
few surviving great pre-Civil War mansions in Missouri.

HE TOWN OF ARROW ROCK is considered the best 

preserved expression of Missouri's Anglo-American 
frontier period between the War of 1812 and the Civil War. 
These were the years when the Santa Fe trail brought states- 
men and soldiers, trappers and traders, freighters, and ex- 
plorers, adventurers and Indian fighters to the prospering 
village. The town was platted in 1829, was first called 
Philadelphia, then Arrow Rock. This name, according to 
one version, was inspired by the fact that Indians, as re- 
ported many years earlier by French explorers, had long 
used the nearby bluff as a source of high-grade flint for 
arrowheads. 

Economic decline set in for Arrow Rock after the Civil 
War and eventually the village of more than 1000 was left 
isolated from railroads and major highways. Shambling 
charm became a pervading characteristic. Arrow Rock's 
population is now 170. 

In 1923 the Old Tavern was the first historic building to 
be acquired by the State of Missouri. Custody of the old 
landmark was then turned over to the Missouri Society of 
the D.A.R. Arrow Rock State Park, acquired in 1926, is 
about 175 miles from St. Louis, has picnic and camping 
facilities. 

To assist in proposed preservation of the entire village, 
an organization called The Friends of Arrow Rock was in- 
corporated last year. Already the non-profit group has 
raised enough money to purchase a building that descends 
from the original village courthouse. On June 11 the 
Friends will sponsor a country auction at the park, pro 
ceeds to be used for courthouse restoration. 
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Among second - floor rooms of the Old Tavern is this one, used by 
townspeople of early Arrow Rock as a ballroom and meeting 
hall. ae ed portraits on wall are of Dr. and Mrs. John Sapping- 
ton and Elijah Stanley (above fireplace), a Santa Fe trader.

St. Louisans Take a Cue

petro —ug by a wave of 
trampoline fever spreading 
eastward from Los Angeles, 
many St. Louisans are bounc- 

ing high in the air this spring. 
All symptoms point to a new 
fad to rival the hula-hoop 
craze. 

The trampoline, which dates 
from vaudeville days or earlier, 
is a large rectangle of fabric 
stretched by springs on a 
metal frame. Jumping on one 
is like bouncing on a bed so 
springy it can toss a person 
15 feet in the air. Interest in 
trampoline turning has grown 
in recent years, but the expense 
of the equipment has limited 
its use. A commercial break- 
through came last fall when 
promoters in Los Angeles 
started building outdoor tram- 
poline centers, charging 40 
cents for half an hour of bounc- 
ing. Placing the trampoline 
frames at ground level over 
pits reduced the danger of in- 
juries and resulting lawsuits. 
Since last October, about 200 
centers have opened in the 
Los Angeles area. 

In St. Louis, one center 
opened last year and did a 
brisk business all winter. This 
spring, two pit-type centers 
opened in April and several 
more are scheduled to open 
this month. 

Men, women and children of 
all ages can use the trampoline, 
but instructors urge everyone 
to start slowly —to build co 
ordination and loosen muscles. 
Overexertion or a miscalcu- 
lated bounce can cause 
muscles and joints to creak 
and ache. Most mishaps, how- 
ever, involve only broken zip- 
_ or split seams. Operators

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DO SHOWGIRLS 
MAKE GOOD WIVES”?

HOLLYWOOD. 
EVERAL MONTHS AGO Lindsay Crosby, 22, young- 
SS est of Bing’s four sons by his first marriage, fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of his twin brothers. He married 
a lovely Las Vegas showgirl, Barbara Frederickson. 

A few days later one of “Linny’s” disappointed ex- 
girl friends said to me: “These chicks the Crosby boys 
married—what've they got that the rest of us haven’t?” 

I explained that owing to the missionary work of 
the late Florenz Ziegfeld, a belief existed throughout 
the world that showgirls are endowed with more basic 
appeal, more glamor than most other women. 

“Maybe so,” Lindsay's former friend conceded. 
“But do showgirls make good wives? That's the big 
question.” 

“I don’t know,” I admitted. “But I'll try to find out.” 

In my quest for knowledge I went first to Phillip 
Lang Crosby, 25, tallest and huskiest of the Crosby 
boys and a onetime football guard at Washington 
State. Phillip-was married to a Las Vegas showgirl, 
Sandra Drummond, on September 25, 1958. He and 
wife Sandra are the parents of a daughter named Dixie 
Lee, after his mother, and expect a second child in a 
month or so. 

Here is Phil’s answer to the question: Do showgirls 
make good wives? 

“Speaking from my own experience,” he says, “I 


think showgirls make great wives. You know why? : 


Because they're grateful to get away from show busi- 
ness. The life of a showgirl in Las Vegas or pretty 
nearly any place else is hell—no kidding. 


“How would you like to work two and three shows 
a night, seven nights a week? You eat irregularly, grab 
a hot dog when you can. In Vegas the showgirls have 
to ‘mingle’—to mix with the guys who gamble. Many 
of the guys are big jerks, but the girls have to be 
pleasant to all of ‘em. After a while it gets to be a 
Strain. 

“For the average showgirl,” Phil continues, “Las 
Vegas is a dead end. How many Vegas showgirls do 
you know who’ve come out of there to hit the big time? 
None that I know of. That’s why all those girls are so 
anxious to get married. They want to get out of town, 
to settle down with a husband, raise a family, live a 
normal life. 

“Take my wife—she’s absolutely wonderful. The 
minute she acts up, I say, ‘Sandy, one more word and 
I’m shippin’ you back to Vegas.’ Immediately she falls 
right into line. Vegas is like Devil’s Island to her, and 
domestic life is like paradise. If a man wants a wife 
who will be thoughtful, grateful and appreciative, he 
couldn’t do better than to marry a showgirl.” 


Girls of the Chorus 


Phil’s twin brother, Dennis, is equally enthusiastic 
about his showgirl wife, the former Pat Sheehan. Pat 
and sister-in-law Sandra Drummond Crosby danced 
in the same Tropicana chorus line in Las Vegas until 
she and Denny were wed on May 4, 1958. They are 
the parents of a son, Dennis Michael Jr., a little more 
than a year old. 

Of his wife, Dennis says: “She's typical of the show- 
girl who learned early in life to take care of herself. 
That’s why she’s made such a darn good wife. She 
knows how to size up people and situations, knows 
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Las Vegas chorines at Sahara Hotel 


how to make a decision. A lot of other girls brought up 
in our circle are spoiled; they’ve had it too easy. The 
result is that frequently they’re too demanding, also 
too inexperienced. Pat knows the score. Having been 
in show business herself, she knows the problems I 
face, the successes, the failures, the one-night stands, 
the out-of-town bookings. She’s understanding, and to 
me that’s the most important quality in a wife.” 


The Showgirl Legend 
Adds Lindsay Crosby, known as “the mh to 
re 


his brothers because of his penchant for vanishing 
mysteriously for hours at a time: “I’m a newcomer to 
this marriage bit, but so far so good. Barbara’s an ex- 
cellent wife. She even knows how to cook. Whether 
she’s a good wife because she danced in Las Vegas I 
don’t know. I guess she is because it gave her experi- 
ence and background. For gtiys like us in show busi- 
ness, it’s not a bad idea t# marry a showgirl. I dated 
kids who weren't in the business, and somehow I can 
truthfully say that showgirls seem to have a little bit 
more of everything.” 

The man most responsible for the legend that no 
woman could possibly be as beautiful and desirable as 
a showgirl was the late Florenz Ziegfeld. From the 
turn of the century until his death in 1932, Ziegfeld 
presented some 3,000 showgirls and stage stars to the 
American public. Among them were Anna Held, Nora 
Bayes, Mae. Murray, Irene Dunne, Ruth Etting, Gilda 
Gray, Peggy Hopkins Joyce, Barbara Stanwyck, Lili 
Damita, Gladys Glad, Marion Davies, Lupe Velez, 
Lina Basquette, Hope Dare, Ina Claire. 

“Mr. Ziegfeld did more to glorify the showgirl,” says 
his widow, Billie Burke, “than any other man living or

dead. You probably don’t know this,” Miss Burke told 
me recently, “but Mr. Ziegfeld sent his girls to the 
chiropodist to have their toenails done and their feet 
treated, and he paid the bills. He also paid for their 
facials and their hair-stylings. He was the man who 
introduced milk baths for stage stars. He made his 
girls so irresistible that they had the pick of the world 
for husbands. 

“He also made them work hard,” Miss Burke con- 
tinued, “but that’s why I think showgirls make better 
wives than ordinary girls. They’ve learned discipline 
and they've learned how to. handle men, how to judge 
them, how to bring out the best in them.” 

I pointed out to Miss Burke that Ziegfeld star Mae 
Murray had been married to W. N. Schwenker Jr., a 
millionaire’s son; to Jay O’Brien, New York social 
figure; to Robert Z. Leonard, MGM film director, and 
to Prince David Mdivani of the marrying Mdivanis. 

I recalled to her that another Ziegfeld girl, Hope 
Dare (born Rosie Lutzinger in Fairfield, Iowa), had 
run off with Dixie Davis, mouthpiece for the Dutch 
Schultz-Jimmy Hines mob in New York. 

There was Fanny Brice who married a thief from 
Norway, Wilford Arndt Stein, who later took the name 
“Nicky” Arnstein. There was Ruth Etting who mar- 
ried Moe Snyder, underworld figure known as “The 
Gimp.” He shot her second husband, later went to jail. 

There were Bobbie Storey, Allyn King, Lupe Velez 
-—all suicides. 

I suggested to Miss Burke the possibility that Mr. 
Ziegfeld, in emphasizing the exterior beauty of young 
women, had overvalued the wrong qualities. He had 
made his showgirls narcissistic, obsessed with their 
own person, their own physical characteristics. After 
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wife Sandra, Pat and her husband Dennis, Barbara and 
her husband Lindsay. The fourth brother, Gary, is single. 


a while many of them placed, wittingly or subcon- 
sciously, a price on their charms, traded these only for 
husbands or gangsters of wealth. 

Miss Burke disagreed strongly. “There are Ziegfeld 
Clubs which meet in New York and Los Angeles,” she 
explained. “The membership consists of women who 
once worked for Mr. Ziegfeld. You could not find a 
group of more charming, mature, charitable and ac- 
complished women anywhere. Some of them have had 
their marital ups-and-downs, their domestic tragedies, 
but not any more so than any other group of women.” 

Patricia Stevenson, Miss Burke’s daughter married 
to one of Los Angeles’ crack architects, disagrees with 
her mother. 

“I don’t think showgirls make such hot wives,” Mrs. 
Stevenson told me, “largely because so many of them 
become jaded quickly. They are thrown into contact 
with the big spenders or the sophisticates or the type 
of men who need showgirls for their ego-reinforce- 
ment. I think this spoils them for the average man. I 
think they expect too much in return for their artificial 
glamor.” 


Domestic Relations 


Actress June Allyson, who was a Broadway showgirl 
in thé early 1940s, along with Betsy Blair and Jane 
Ball, says: “Men have long had the wrong idea about 
showgirls. They're not as glamorous as people think. 
Showgirls are just like any other girls. We're all human 
beings with the same desires, the same emotions. 

“Take Betsy, Jane and me. I’ve been married to 
Richard [actor Dick Powell] for 15 years. We have 
two children. Jane’s been married to Monte Proser for 
15 years. They have five adorable boys. Betsy was

married to Gene Kelly for 16 or 17 years before they 
were divorced. They have one daughter. That’s not a 
bad marriage record for three girls, is it?” 

Says Jane Ball: “Basically there are two types of 
showgirls: those who want a husband, home, children 
and through them security, and those who want 
money. A may with money can trade in last year’s 
showgirl on this year’s model, which is why so many 
money-minded showgirls operate on this theory: ‘T’d 
better clip this sucker before he clips me.’ This is the 
kind that gives showgirls a bad name.” 


Sex Appeal 


Monte Proser, who has hired showgirls and pro- 
duced revues for outstanding night clubs, is probably 
the No. 1 authority on the subject. According to 
Proser, showgirls want either to become movie stars or 
to get married. “And like most girls,” he says, “they 
like to marry well. What have they got to offer? Most 
of them are not graduates of Smith, Vassar or Hol- 
yoke. But most of them do offer 36-23-36 measure- 
ments, attractive faces and a lot of sex appeal.” 

A Hollywood director sour on showgirls as perma- 
nent mates told me: “I’ve been married to three show- 
girls in my lifetime, and for my money they’re all out 
of the same mold. They make lousy wives. They give 
you the impression that they're sacrificing a great 
career only for you. You get into a quarrel and right 
away they start telling you that the marriage is a 
mistake. They could’ve married a Rockefeller. Trujillo 
was crazy about them. Tommy Manville wanted to 
give them a yacht.” 

Las Vegas hotels today employ more showgirls than 
any other entertainment center in the world. These 
girls are paid salaries ranging from $135 to $250 a 
week for two or three shows a night. Some of these 
clubs will not hire a showgirl unless she agrees to 
“mingle” with the guests, usually free-spending gam- 
blers known as “the live ones.” 

In the course of preparing this article I polled 
20 Vegas showgirls on the title question. Here’s the 
answer one of them gave me: 

“Most of us showgirls don’t bring out the best in 
men. We bring out the beast in men—and even after 
one of them marries us, we know that the beast still 
lurks inside him. Being a showgirl makes you suspi- 
cious of all men. And being suspicious, I don’t know 
if a girl can make a good wife—a good shrew maybe, 
but not a good wife. That’s what being a showgirl 
has done to me.” 

This is, of course, a minority report. Most show- 
girls are sure they will make excellent wives. So do 
many men; otherwise why would they marry them? &

MARGARET and TONY 


Here is their future—as revealed by their handwriting

Noted handwriting analyst 


How long will the honeymoon last for 
today’s most notable married couple— 
Princess Margaret and her commoner 
husband, Tony Armstrong-Jones? Con- 
flicts may lie not too far ahead. For 
their handwriting clearly reveals that 
the princess and the photographer are 
widely different personalities. They 
share one trait that may make up in part 
for the differences—but Queen Eliza- 
beth’s new brother-in-law may be in for 
a life of frustration. 

Look carefully at the two signatures 
on this page. Princess Margaret's is 
modest and unassuming. She writes 
simply and clearly with left-slanted let- 
ters. The capital “M” in Margaret is 
very low in height. By custom she does 
not include her illustrious family name 
in her signature. 

A combination of left-slanted letters 
and low capitals usually indicates that 
the writer began to feel unimportant 
early in life. As children, Margaret's 
sister Elizabeth was being trained to 
become Queen. Princess Margaret may 
well have felt herself a comparatively 
insignificant member of the family. 
Her modest self-estimate could be one 
reason for her persistent choice of a 
commoner rather than a titled suitor. 


A Capital Fellow 


In contrast to his wife's quietly writ- 
ten signature, Tony Armstrong-Jones 
writes with extremely exaggerated cap- 
itals. “T” and “A” are many times the 
width and height of his small letters. 

The word “Jones” appears somewhat 
pushed out of the picture, represented 
merely by a couple of indistinguishable 
strokes. This aspect of his handwriting 
reveals that Tony has a feeling of su- 
periority even toward his own family. 

The capital “T” in his first name implies that he 
looks out for “Tony” in a big way. The upper stroke 
slants skyward, showing high hopes and ambitions. At 
the same time this top stroke is curved down on both 
ends so that it covers the word “Tony” like a protec- 
tive umbrella. 

Tony craves attention, his handwriting shows. He 
loves an audience. The applause as he walks behind 
his fiancée thrills him to the soul. 

The personalities of the newlyweds are just as dif- 
ferent as their character estimates. : 

Princess Margaret connects her letters with a “gar- 
land” motion—a curved connection of the down-

by custom. Handwriting analysis indicates he may not be content to stay in her shadow. 
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stroke with the following upstroke. The firm pressure 
of her pen adds strength to this otherwise soft motion. 
She has warm charm combined with strength of char- 
acter. She’s sensible, reliable, restrained. 

Tony’s writing is all over the lot. His linking of 
upstrokes and downstrokes in a blurred, uncertain 
fashion is described in graphology as “thready.” This 
indicates a creative person with contempt for estab- 
lished forms and conventions. He’s many-sided, un- 
predictable, temperamental. 

His lively, right-slanted pen motion reveals no 
pauses for reflection. Impatience and impulsiveness 
are stressed. He seldom takes time to complete a letter. 


Many of his letters are signified by a 
single downstroke. 

Handwriting is fundamentally a 
means of communication. Anyone who 
writes an unreadable script is not likely 
to “speak out” if his own interests could 
be harmed. Diplomats often write in 
this enigmatic way. 

What do their signatures tell us 
about what attracted the world’s most 
eligible girl to Tony Armstrong-Jones? 
Perhaps, having been raised so strictly 
and forced to conform to innumerable 
laws and conventions, Margaret may 
see in him a defiance and self-assertive- 
ness that fascinate her. Also, he may 
have aroused her protective instincts. 
He certainly appears to need a restrain- 
ing influence. The steady evenness of 
her writing reveals poise and compo- 
sure as contrasted with the extreme 
unevenness of Tony’s writing, which 
betrays his restless and apparently ex- 
citable nature. 


Opposites Attract 


No doubt the attraction of opposites 
had much to do with this romance, but 
these two writers have some qualities 
in common. Their tendency to print 
and also to break up a word reveals that 
they share cultural interests and crea- 
tive talent. They are mutually gifted 
with intuitive comprehension. Each 
can almost read the other's mind, 
which helps for deep understanding 
even though they are temperamentally 
opposed. 

Tony needs to be handled with tact 
and discretion. He’s very touchy and he 
can become inexplicably obstinate. The 
curved downstrokes in many letters 
indicate stubborn resistance. 

His charming wife can handle him, 
but how is he going to react to others 
who tell him what he must do and must 
not do? How will he accept the re- 
straints and staid customs of court life? He will find 
it is not enough to be admired and applauded. He'll 
be expected to be an example to other young men. 

Tony’s handwriting indicates he may have rushed 
heedlessly into everything he detests most. Instead of 
the free and uninhibited life such a writer craves, he 
soon will find himself caged by convention, restric- 
tions, supervision. He will discover that Margaret is 
a woman devoted to duty. 

If Princess Margaret feels insignificant because of 
her position in the royal family, Tony may discover 
that to have a queen for a sister-in-law can be a vanity-

turned down more than $50,000 worth 
of television appearances since last summer, 
says that spending a pile of money for big 
names on a “spectacular” doesn't guaran- 
tee a hit show. 

"| think it was proven last year that 
money isn't the answer," Williams said. 
“And names aren't necessarily the answer, 
either. 

"You have to get a group of people 
together who know what they're doing. 
That's what counts. You just can't go en 
with a big name and fluff off the show 
assuming that a star's reputation will bring 
a high rating. !* won't.” 

Williams said, however, that TV's rash of 
“spectaculars” has been a boon to enter- 
tainers. 

"It's like stealing money," he said. "The 
specials this year have gone crazy for people 
to appear in quest shots.” 


AS FOR HIMSELF, he insisted that 
dollars aren't so elusive that he has to 
take every guest show offered him. 

"I've turned down more than $50,000 
worth of offers since last summer,” he said. 
"| just don't care that much about money. 
I've managed to get a little bit of cash, 
and it's just not that important. 

"I'd rather do six good shows | could 
spend some time on than a regular series of 
weekly programs. | don't want to get in 
that mad hassle of a constant thing. The 
only way | would agree to do 39 [a full 
season) would be if | had a contract allow- 
ing me to cut down to six specials after the 
first year." 

Williams, who had a "The Man in the 
Moon" special on NBC-TV a couple of 
weeks ago, isn't crying sour grapes when he 
criticizes the weekly TV rat race. In fact, 
he likes the easy life so much that he 
won't even hire a manager who might try 
to aet him to work more often. 

"One of the nice things about my situa-

tion,” he said, "is that | don't have someone 
piling work on me. 1! won't even book 
myself too far ahead in night,clubs. | 
like time to read and do other things. 

"lf you have a manager, he wants to 
keep you working because that's how he 
makes his money. Then, the more active 
you are, the more people you have to hire. 

"First thing you know, you're a business 
and if you take a week off to play golf 
or go to the beach, somebody's out of 
work. 
“That's not for me. | want to be able to 
do things without having to worry about 
putting somebody out of work.”
